PRECAUTIONS EXERCISED 
FOR HIS PROTECTION 


All the Troops in St. Petersburg 
Are Under Orders and Are 
Ready To Respond to Calls. 
Streets Are Closely 
Guarded. 


Berlin, March 22.—The St. Peterburg 
eorrespondent of The Cologne Volks Zeit- 
ung, under date of March 17th, forwards 
by mail news 4o the effect that there is 
evidence in St. Petersburg of the exist- 
ence of plots against the authorities. He 
asserts that sums of money are being 
distributed to the factory hands in St. 
Petersburg and vicinity to induce them 
to join the disaffected students. It has 
not been learned whence this money 
comes, but indications point to high 
sources about the court. The fact is, the 
correspondent continues, the secret police 
no longer trust even the highest entour- 
age of the czar. : 

New precautions for the protection of 
the czar’s life have been taken, namely, 
a mechanism which allows no one to 
open the doors of the room in which the 
czar happens at the moment to be. The 
czar now has five desks in his study, 
which he uses one after the other; the 
walls of the czar’s study and bedroom 
are lined with steel armor. The corre- 
spondent finds that evidence of the new 
plots was general. 

Oréers were given Saturday night to 
keep all the troops in St. Petersburg 
ready. Sunday the police were distrib- 
uted in force on all the main streets of 
the city. The military commander of St. 
Petersburg, M. Kleige]s, received a num- 
ber of warnings. 

The Berlinger Tagebiatt prints a spe- 
cial dispatch from St. Petersburg by way 
‘OE'Léthberg, to tte effect that the Katpo- 
vitch investigation has revealed a great 
plot, similar to the nihilistic conspiracy, 
with Kieff as a center, the main branch 
at Odessa and ramifications extending to 
the lowest strata of society. The plan 
was to make an attempt on the life of the 
cZar, who was thereupon removed to 
Gratchinia. Eight students are closely 
confined at Schluesselberg because they 
were affiliated with the murderer of M. 
Bogollepoff. Se 

_ Demonstration Was Postponed. 

London, March 23.—The Moscow corre- 
spondent of The Standard, in a communi- 
cation dated March 18th, says: 

“A great demonstration of 20,000 stu- 
dents and workmen was planned for yes- 
terday, but, possibly on account of the 
elaborate police and military precautions, 
it has been postponed until the body of 
M. Bogoliepoff, the victim of Karpovich, 
is brought here for burial. 

“For the last ten nights the troops of 
the Moscow garrison have slept in their 
clothing, ready for instant action. It will 


be surprising if matters are finally set- 
tled without bloodshed.”’ 


GRIEVED OVER THE ATTEMPT. 


Emperor William on His Recent Es- 
cape from Injury. 

‘Berlin, March! &°.—n the course of his 
reply today to the officers of the reichstag 
and diet, who conveyed the congratula- 
tions of the members upon his majesty’s 
recent escape from serious injury. Em- 
peror William, according to a number of 
evening papers, said he had been sorely 
grieved by the murderous attempt, and he 
eomplained, with evident emotion, of the 
“demoralization df Fouth.”’ 

“All classes of the population bear the 
guilt of present conditions,”’ said the em- 
peror. ““‘The measures of the government 
are too heatedly ofiticised. Since the 
death of Emperor William I, the author- 
ity of the crown has suffered greatly.” 


MOROCCO WILL HAVE TO PAY. 


United States Warship Will Soon 
Demand Settlement. 
Gibraltar, March 22.—The armored 
cruiser New York arrived here today. She 
will proceed to Tangier to demand the 
settlement of the claims of the United 

States government against Moroctko. 


MARSEILLES STRIKE EXTENDS. 


Street Car Men Quit Work Yester- 
: day—Some Rioting. 

Marseilles, March 22.—The men employ- 
ed on the street car line in this city struck 
today and only a few cars are running. 
» An attempt was made by the strikers to 
prevem the starting of any cars, but 
after a few fights the strikers were dis- 
persed by the police. 

Late this afternoon the strikers attack- 
ed and wrecked two street cars on the 
Cannebiere. The engineer and conductor 
_ Were roughly handled. A detachment of 
gendarmes and hussars succeeded in res- 
cuing the engineer and conductor amid 
the hooting and stone throwing of the 
crowd. 

Yesterday’s decision of. the council] of 
the labor union and the labor exchange 
im favor of a general strike and their is- 
suance of an invitation to all unions to 
cease work has increased the gravity of 
the .situation. The cabinet workers, the 
locksmiths, the engineers, the caulkers, 
the oll workers, the millers and the 
sakers’ unions have either struck already 
or wili do so shortly.

AMOUNT CHINESE MUST PAY. 


What the United States Expects Out 
of the 8$200,000,000. 
Washington, March 22.—Further inqui- 
ry into the Chinese indemnity question 
makes it appear that the sum of $200,- 
000,000, which our government considers 
the maximum that should be levied upon 
the chinese as a tax, represents absolute- 
ly the limit of Chinese ability, according 
to the calculations of the officials best 
informed as to the resources of China. 
The figures named do not represent the 
aggregate of the indemnities claimed. 
On the contrary, it is understood that 
these are very much larger. The United 
States fixed upon the sum of $25,000,000 as 
a suitable indemnity to be claimed, not- 
withstanding that officials of the various 
departments are satisfied that this sum 
will only provide for the payment of a 
certain percentage of the items claimed 
because it was felt that this was as 
much as we should claim proportionatelv 
of the total of $200,000,000. It is not the 
intention to divide this $200,000,000 into as 
many equal parts as there are powers, 
but, while dividing it into eight or ten 
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parts, to see to it that these parts are 
sO proportioned as to compensate the 
powers in accordance with the outlay 
they have been put to in suppressing the 
Boxer troubles. This government would 
be willing to abate the $25,000,000 claim 
if the other powers would reduce their 
claims in the same proportion. But al- 
though in grave doubt whether China 
can pay more than $100,000,000 our govern- 
ment feels itself bound to secure com- 
pensation for its citizens and itself to 
the same extent as Is secured by the oth- 
er powers. 


DID NOT BREAK THE DEADLOCK 


Balloting of Nebraska Republicans 
Shows Little Change. 

Lincoln, Neb., March 22.—Fifty-four re- 
publicans went into caucus tonight again 
in an effort‘to end the long term sen- 
atorial deadlock. Balloting up to il 
o'clock was without material change from 
last night. The feature of the joint con- 
vention ballot today noon was the gain of 
D, E. Bhompson of one vote, that of State 
Senator Crounse, heretofore one of the 
strongest of Mr. Thompson's opponents. 
The proceedings bordere@ on the sensa- 
tional. Mr. Crounse said Mr. Thompson 
was not his choice for the short term, 
but he believed it a duty he owed his 
constituents to end the deadlock if he 
could.

ANSWERS OF THE PRESIDENTS. 


Mine Owners on the Request To Rec- 
‘ ognize the Union. 

Philadelphia, March 22.—Answers have 
been recelved by President Mitchell, of 
the United Mine Workers of America, 
from some of the presidents of the an- 
thracite coal-carrying companies to the 
letter asking them to meet the Unfted 
Mine Workers’ officials in a conference, 
President Mitchell declines to state what 
the character of replies so far received 
are. 

One anthracite president has advised 
President Mitchell that the company he 
represents reiterates what has _ been 
stated in former communications, that 
the company cannot and- will not recog- 
nize those not ‘in its service, but that it is 
willing and ready at all times to hear 
those in its actual employ upon any 
grievance that they may have. 


CHANLER WENT TO EUROPE. 


Amelia Rives’s Former Husband Be- 
ing Tracked. 

New York, March 22.—The Tribune to- 
morrow will say that it is now firmly 
believed that John Armstrong Chanler, 
the former husband of Amelia Rives, 
now the Princess Troubetskey, sailed for 
Europe shortly after his escape from 
Bloomingdale asylum at White Plains on 
Thanksgiving Day last. It has_ been 
learned that on the day Chanler dis- 
appeared he mailed a letter to London. 
Chanler, it is said, when he left the asy- 
lum, boarded a trolley car and rode to 
Mamaroneck. There he purchased sev- 
eral stamps, to mail letters, and a ticket 
for New York. One of the letters which 
was addressed to London, England, he 
kept and said that he would mail it in 
New York.

March 22.—At noon today 
Sheriff Johnson sent the following tele- 
gram to Omaha: 

“Dallas. Tex.. March 22.—E. A. Cudahy, 
Omaha. Neb.—H. C. Henderson, now in 
jail here, confessed to taking your son. 
He says your son will identify him. Send 
your son on next train. Answer quick. 

“J. R. JOHNSON, Sheriff.” 

When the Omaha police discredited 
Henderson’s complicity in the Cudahy 
kidnaping Sheriff Johnson said: 

“Tt know he is the right man. His con- 
fession to me is the only evidence I pos- 
sess. If I had turned Henderson loose at 
any time since his arrest early in Feb- 
ruary I am satisfied officers from Omaha

“Chref of Police.”’ 

The sheriff maintains that he has the 
right man and expressed surprise that 
the Omaha authorities had declined to in- 
vestigate. 

Trial Postponed. 

Omaha, Neb., March 22.—James Calla- 
han. the alleged Cudahy kidnaper, was to 
have been arraigned jn the county court 
this afterneon under the new complaint 
filed Wednesday. When the case was 
called his attorney announced that nis 
client would not plead. Henderson's con- 
fession to the kidnaping at Dallas, Tex., 
made it necessary for a postponement, 
the attorney argued. 

Judge Vinsonhalen set the case 
March 29th. 

What Henderson’s Wife Says. 

Salt Lake, Utah, March 22.—A special 
to The Deseret News from Ogden, Utah, 
says that the wife of H. E. Henderson, 
the man who has confessed to being im- 
plicated in the Cudahy kidnaping case, is 
a well known resident of Ogden, where 
she has resided for a number of years. 
Mrs. Menderson says she first met Hen- 
derson ‘in Oalifornia in 1899. Later he 
eame to Ogden and they were married in 
September, 1899, Henderson first clatmed 
to be an Australian, but prior to his mar- 
riage said he was H. E. Henderson, son 
of the prosecuting attorney of Marshall- 
town, Ia. After marriage they went to 
Dallas, Tex., and lived in a fashionable 
boarding house, Mrs. Henderson says 
they moved around to several places and 
a year ago moved to Denver. While there 
she learned that Henderson was not the 
son of the prosecuting attorney of Mar- 
shalitown, She then. left her husband and 
came to Ogden. Henderson followed 
shortly afterwards and they went to Los 
Angeles, Cal. There he admitted the un- 
truths about his former record and was 
later arrested on some charge preferred 
by a woman. He got bail and was told to 
leave the country. Mrs. Henderson says 
she heard nothing more from him until a 
few days ago, when she received a letter 
from Henderson asking for funds to em- 
ploy a lawyer to defend him on a trump- 
ed-up charge. He said that he had been 
accused of being connected with the 
Cudahy case, but that he was innocent.

Administrators Found Over a Hun- 
dred Thousand Dollars of Gil- 
man’s Money in New York 
Banks Deposited in 

His Name. 
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New York, March 22.—The Herald to- 
morrow will say that Mrs. Helen Hall, 
whose friends have asserted that at the 
proper time she would produce evidence 
to substantiate her claim to a good share 
of the estate of George F.-Gilman,. has 
begun legal proceedings to. obtain $25,000 
which she alleged the late tea merchant 
invested with a firm of cotton brokers in 
this city for her exclusive benefit, al- 
though the investment was made in Mr. 
Gilman's name. 

Mrs. Hall names as defendants in the 
suit George A. Chapman, A. N. Seller ana 
R. C. Allen, composing the firm of Chap- 
man, Seller & Allen. 

The task of the New York administrator 
of the Gilman estate in making an in- 
ventory of the property proceeds slowly. 
Theophilus Gilman. and Edward L. Nor- 
ton. who have the work in hand, last 
week found in the National Bank of 
America $105,000 in the.name of the late 
George F. Gilman, and yesterday they 
came across another bank deposit of $14,- 
000 in the Fifth Avenue bank, of New 
York. 


MASSACHUSETTS IS AFLOAT. 


Battleship Gets Out of Its Trouble 
and Joins Squadron. 
Washington, March 22.—Navy depart- 
ment officials were relieved of all ap- 
prehension concérning the big battleship 
Massachusetts, which ran aground in the 
Pensacola harbor while on her way out 
to sea yesterday morning, by the receipt 
of the following telegram from Captain 
Reisinger, the commandant of the Pen- 
sacola yard, dated Warrington, Fla., 

March 22: 


‘‘Massachusetts got off about 5 a m.. 
towed by Leonidas outside. Has joined 
,the squadron. Sent lighters to her last 
night. Wit wire particulars later.”’ 


Ar ‘ral Farquhar, commander in chief 
of the north Atlantic squadron, has tele- 
graphed the navy department as follows 
under date of:Penséedla, March 22: 


‘“‘Massachusetts has been floated. Ap- 
parently not damaged.’ Will sail as soon 
as she has taken on board her stores.’’ 


In accordance with the usual method of 
procedure, a court of inquiry will be des- 
ignated to look into the details of the 
grounding and fix the responsibility for 
the mishap. However, as the vessel was 
in charge of @ pilot, it is thought that, as 
in case of the Dixie’s recent grounding 
in the Potomac, officers of the battleship 
will be exonerated from all blame for the 
accident. 


MEXICO AND THE CATTLEMEN. 


Permits for Ten Days for Americans 
To Regain Property. 

Washington. March 22.—Mr. McCrery, 
the secretary of the United States lega- 
tion in Mexico, has seat to the state de- 
partment a note from the secretary of 
the Mexican treasury ir regard to the 
complaints about the Mexican authuori- 
ties refusing the owners of cattle stray- 
ing into Mexico permits to enter Mexico. 
The note says that the Mexican state de- 
partment never has prohibited the cwners 
of these cattle from entering the country, 
and the delay has arisen from the neces- 
sity of communicating with the central 
government by telegraph. Instructions 
have been given to the local collectors to 
issue directly such permits to Americans 
as will enable them to spend ten days to 
recover their cattle, 


MACARTHUR IS 


Secretary Root Says He Had the 
Right To Oust Editor Rice. 


Washington, March 22.—General Mac- 
Arthur’s report, 
the deportation of George L. Rice, the 
editor who was ordered out of the Phil- 
ippines in consequence of articles pub- 
lished concerning Lieutenant Commander 
Braunerseuther, has been received at the 
War department. Secretary Root says 
that General MacArthur was acting 
clearly within the scope of his authority 
as military governor of the Philippines, 
So far as the war department is concern- 
ed, it is now regarded as a closed inci-

Morphine Fiend Fires On a Crowd 
in a Cafe. 


WOUNDS THEATER MANAGER 


Moulton’s Action in Trying To Mur- 
der Only Explained by His Be- 
ing Under Influence of Drug. 


New York, March 22.—A highly sensa- 
tional shooting took place early this 
morning in the rathskellar of the. Pabst 
hotel, corner Broadway and Forty-second 
street. Robert Haden Moulton, a young 
ex-student of architecture, and more re- 
cently a man-about-town, wanted by: 
the police for the passing of bogus checks, 
was the assailant, a young woman now 
playing in the melodrama, “The Price 
of Peace," at the Broadway theater, was 
the target at which he shot, and Alex- 
ander W. Dingwall, manager of that the- 
ater, was the victim. Dingwall is now 
in the Roosevelt hospital with a bullet 
in his back. His wound is not a dan- 
gerous one. 

The accounts of the affair vary to a 
considerable degree. The most accredit- 
ed version was that Miss May Buck- 
ley, with Mr. Dingwall, John D. Leffing- 
well and Miss May Buckley’s aunt, were 
sitting in a booth, known to the frequent- 
ers of the cellar as the ‘officers’ quar- 
ters,’ when Moulton, who had been 
drinking or partaking of morphine, or 
both, appeared before them and began 
to abuse the party and to use profane 
language, his insults being directed large- 
ly toward the actress. His words were 
resented, and he whipped out a 32-cali- 
ber revolver and began to discharge it. 
He fired five shots in all, only four of 
which took effect in any quarter. Only 
one did any damagé—the shot which 
pierced Mr. Dingwall’s back. , 

The cellar was in an uproar in a mo- 
ment. Guests and waiters ran toward 
Moulton, women screamed, ang the man- 
ager and the detective of the hotel soon 
overpowered the infuriated man. 

Of the five shots fired by Moulton, the 
first penetrated the sleeve of Mr. Lef- 
fingwell’s coat, just grazing his left fore- 
arm. The skin was not broken. The 
second shot passed along the front of Mr. 
Dingwall’s vest, cutting the cloth for an 
inch or two. The third shot struck 
Dingwall in the fleshy part of the back 
on the left side, as he arose from his 
chair. The fourth shot passed through 
‘Miss Buckley’s dress, being defiected 
from its intended course by a blow from 
Mr. Leffingwell, in an  ffo.t to knock 
the revolver out of ths wo’'d-be assas- 
sin’s hand. The last sh_t went wild. 

The motive for the shooting i) not very 
clear. It was believed at first that Moul- 
ton was suffering from a bad case of in- 
fatuation and jealousy, either for Miss 
Buckley or Miss Minnie Seligman, of the 
same company, and that he mistook Miss 
Buckley for Miss Seligman, when. he saw 
her in the rathskellar. Subsequently, 
when the testimony of numerous wit- 
nesses could be secured, it became appar- 
ent that Moulton was suffcgying so badly 
from drugs or alcoholic stimulation,.or. 
both, that he had no fixed idea in firing 
the shots. j 

On Thursday night Moulton octupied 
a box at the Broadway theater, purchas- 
ing six ticil._.s, only one of which he used. 
His actions at the theater attracted at- 
tention both in the audience and on the 
stage. 

After leaving the theater, Moulton was 
seen to take a number of drinks in near- 
by saloons. When he was arrested a 
bottle, partly filled with half-grain sul- 
phate of morphine tablets, and a bottle 
nearly full of a liquid solution of mor- 
phine, were found in his pockets. While 
waiting to be arraignec in the West Side 
court he stated that he had partaken 
freely of thege drugs and gave this as an 
excuse for his conduct. 

Moulton said that his home was in 
Springfield, Tenn., and that he had been 
for three year#a student of architecture, 
special, at Columbia college. He said 
that he remembered going to the theater, 
byt recalled nothing after the curtain 
rose on the second act. He denied know- 
ing Miss Seligman. He was held in $5,000 
bail, and his examination was set for 
Monday. 

Dingwall’s friends, who saw him at the 
hospital tonight, said his condition was 
not serious, and that he would be out in 
a few days. 

Summons His Mother. 

Nashville, Tenn., March 22.—A special 
to The American from Springfield tonight 
says that Moulton’s mother starts to 
New York in the morning in response to 
a telegram from her son, which reads: 

“I am in trouble. Come at once.” 

An uncle of the young man, the Spring- 
field special states, said the family had 
suspected something wrong with Moul- 
ton for the past year. Their fear that 
he was addicted to the use of morphine 
was verified, he said, upon a visit of Mrs. 
Moulton to her son in New York about 
three months ago. 

After Moulton’ had been locked up De- 
tective Traynor said that he had been 
looking for Moulton since February 8th. 
On that date, he said, Moulton called 
upon Dr. James E. Newcomb, of this city, 
and had him cash a check for $30. Dr. 
Newcomb, Mr. Traynor says, has received 
a number of letters from Chicago, Sing 
Sing, Buffalo, Elmira and Boston, saying 
that. Moulton had engaged in swindling 
operations in the cities named, where he 
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London, March 22.—The foreign office 
takes a pessimistic view of the immedi- 
ate situation in the east in spite of the 
settlement of the Tien Tsin question and 
entertains grave fears that the relations 
between Japan amd Russia may shortly 
reach the danger point.

‘various official quarters in London, Japan 
has confided to at least some of the 
powers her determination to oppose, at 
ali costs, any secret agreements made 
between Russia and China by which the 
former could secure territorial or other 
advantages contiguous to Korea. 

The British government has received no 
official. confirmation that the Japanese 
fleet is mobilizing, but it would not be 
surprised to learn that such were the 
facts. A high British official said to the 
Associated Press today: 

41) Japan wants is a free hand against 
Russia. This she has so far as England 
and Gérmany are concerned, and, [ pre-

“While rejoicing at the fact England 
and Russia have reached a pacific settle- 
ment over the minor issue, the main 
question—the integrity of the Chinese em- 
pire—remains unsettled. In response to 
pressure brought by Japan upon Russia, 
it was announced that Russia’s secret 
treaties with China had been modified: 
but the terms have been withheld. Until 
we see the treaties we will not be sat- 
isfied that the modification does not con- 
sist of words —. without any altera- 
tion in the spirit. In this contention we 
believe other powers will support us.”’ 

It appears that Great Britain would be 
quite willing to refer the whole Manchur- 
ian matter to arbitration on the lines of 
The Hague conference. The Tien Tsin 
siding affair is not considered important 
enough to be disposed of in this way, and 
it will immediately become a matter of 
diplomatic interchange betweeh St. Pe- 
tersburg and London. 


Waldersee Announces Peace. 


Berlin, March 22.—The war office has re- | 


gs 


cefved the following from Cijunt von 
Waldersee: 


“The Anglo-Russian dispute at Tien 
Tsin has en settled from a military 
standpoint in a manner satisfactory to 
both parties at a conference between Gen- 
eral Wogack and General Barrow. Both 
guards and posts have been withdrawn 
and salutes have been exchanged. 

“The British declare that no offense to 
the Russian flag was intended and at 
the alleged removal of the Russian bouftd- 
ary marks was neither by the command 
nor with the knowledge of the military 
authorities. 

‘‘The work on the disputed land will 
not be continued until] the governments 
have reached an agreement as to its pos- 
session or until a special understanding 
has been attained.” 

Comment on Situation. 


London, March 22.—The Statist tomor- 
row, after editorially discussing the possi- 
bilities of a conflict between Russia and 
Japan, will say: 

“It is idle to deny that there is danger 
of complications. evertheless wo think

ARMOURS AFTER MAY PORK. 


Rumors That an Attempt Is Being 
Made To Corner It. 

Chicago, March 22.—Rumors were rife 
on the board of trade today that Armour 
interests were engineering a deal in May 
ribs that bids fair to produce broader re- 
sults than the persistently reported 
“squeeze” in May pork. During the day 
the speculative interest that has centered 
about the market for hog products for 
several days was diverted from pork and 
fastened on the big deal in ribs, which 
Armour & Co. are credited with having 
under way. The Armour purchases of 
May ribs during the day amounted to 
over 5,000,000 pounds, which comes near 
to the limit of the supply in the city 
available for delivery on May contracts. 
Under their active buying and covering 
by shorts, the price advanced 2 cents 
over the quotations of the day before, 
touching 7.97% and closing at 7.92%. It is 
said that there is little chance of an in- 
crease in the stock supply, which at pres- 
ent .8 about 8,000,000 pounds, between now 
and the end of May, owing to the active 
demand for meats, and that the large 
purchase of the Armour interests is the 
beginning of a “squeeze” in May pork 
which will be generally felt in the pit. 


SMITH SHOULD BE SATISFIED. 


Asked for a Board To Determine 
Question and He Got It. 


Washington, March 22.—A controversy 
which has been pending in the war de- 
partments since 1891, in which the veter- 
ans of the eastern and western armies, 
who fought at Chattanooga, have been 
interested, has just been settled by a 
board of officers appointed in August last 
by Secretary Root, of which Major Gen- 
eral John R. Brooke was president, Gen- 
eral William F. Smith, known to the 
armies as “Baldy” Smith, has for ten 
years persistently claimed that he, and 
not General Rosecrans, originated the 
plan by which the army of the Cumber- 
land was relieved in October, 1863, by the 
opening of the river line of supplies from 
Chattanooga to Bridgeport by way of 
Brown’s ferry. The Chickamauga park 
commission, in the legends accompanying 
its atlas of the battles about Chattanoo- 
ga, set forth that this plan was devised 
by General Rosecrans. General Smith 
took issue with the commission and final- 
ly aske@ Secretary Root to refer the 
whole subject to a board of army officers. 
In response to this request Secretary 
Root appointed as members of such a 
board Major General John R. Brooke, 
Colonel George L. Gillespie, corps of en- 
gineers, and Colonel M. V. Sheridan, as- 
sistant adjutant general. 

After a visit to the theater of opera- 
tions involved, an exhaustive study of 
the voluminous records in the case, and a 
hearing of General Smith’s case as pre- 
sented, both by himself and a distinguish- 
ed attorney, the board unanimously de- 
cided that the plan was devised by Gen- 
eral Rosecrans and not by General Smith. 

After a lengthy review of the case the 
board thus states its conclusions, which 
have been officially approved by the sec- 
retary of war: 

“after a diligent search of the official 
records, the board fails to find any evi- 
dence that General W. F. Smith was the 
originator of the plan for the relief of 
Chattanooga, Tenn., by military opera- 
tions to be conducted in Lookout valley, 
October, 1863. On the contrary, there is 
abundant evidence in the official records 
to show that the plan, which contem- 
plated crossings of the Tennessee river at 
Bridgeport and at the northern end of 
Lookout valley, and which was success- 
fully executed by General Thomas, Octo- 
ber 26-28, 1863, was devised and prepared 
for by’ General Rosecrans before relin- 
quishing command, and that its execu- 
tion was begun under orders issued by 
General Thomas the very night (October 
19th) that General Rosecrans was reliev- 
ed from command of the department of 
the Cumberland, and without consulta- 
tion with General Smith. 

“There is no evidence to show that 
General Smith took any part, whether by 
counsel or by action, in the operations 
conducted by General Hooker through 
Lookout valley from the direction of 
Bridgeport. 

‘In conclusion, the board is of the opin- 
ion that the legend complained of does 
no injustice to the military record of 
General W. F. Smith.” 


MAKES HIS REPORT ON HAWAII 


Professor Stubbs Has Been Studying 
Industries of Island. 


Washington, March 22.—The agricuéu- 
ral department will have in print soon a 
valuable report on the agricultural and 
horticultural aspects of the Hawaiian 
islands, which was made by Profe&sor 
William CG Stubbs, director of the Lou- 
isiana experiment station, who was sent 
to the islands by the department to in- 
vestigate the advisability of establishing 
an experiment station there. Dr. Stubbs 
says that owing to the unusually favor- 
able conditions, sugar growing is not 
only the leading agricultural occupation, 
but is the principal industry of the 
islands, the exports of sugar being more 
than 80 per cent of the total exports of 
the islands. At present this industry is 
in a very prosperous condition; but other 
agricultural industries are either not 
well developed or are not in profitable 
condition. He found that coffee growing 
is diminishing, and the other large ag- 
ricultural crop, rice, is not grown on 
up to date principles. Stock raising 
is conducted to some extent, but there is 
need of improved stock and better pas- 
turage. Dairying as an adjunct to stock 
raising is almost unknown. and dairy 
products exceedingly expensive. Parts 
of the islands have been denuded of their 
forests to the great detriment of the 
country, and it is recommended that these 
areas be reforested. In many parts of 
the islands, especially at or near the 
coast on the western or leeward sides of 
the islands, irrigation must be practiced 
to successfully produce good crops. Lit- 
tle has been done in the islands in the 
way of vegetable and fruit growing for 
market purposes, except with bananas 
and pineapples. The little that has been 
attempted shows that almost every kind 
of fruit and vegetable may be grown 
somewhere upon the islands. For sup- 
plying this class of produce, California 
and other parts of the Pacific cca@:t are 
now drawn upon. ‘The report says there 
is‘'a great necessity for the establishment 
of an experiment station in the islands in 
order that the problem of diversified agri- 
culture may be given attention.

EVERY DIVE IN CITY 
ENTERED DURING DAY 


Mayor, Recorder and Police Author- 
ities Act in Concert To Stop 
Crime in City by Putting 
Vagrants in the 
Chaingang.

The police carried out a simultaneous 
raid on all the negro dives and poolrooms 
in the city yesterday, and ona hundred 
and fourteen negroes were arrested and 
locked up on the charge of idling and 
loitering. A large majority of the arrests 
eccurrec during the morning. 

It was the biggest riid of the kind ever 
made by the Atlanta police, and it was 
the outcome of the recent determinetion 
of the mayor and the police authorities 
to rid the city of the loafers and vagrants 
by putting as many of them as possible 
in the chaingang. 

The police were aware of the fact that 
of all places in the city there wag no 
more handy rendezvous for idling negroes 
than the poolrooms which are run on 
Decatur and Peters streets. All day long 
and far into the night these places aré 
crowded with negroes who never work, 
end who @rink, steal and gamble. Most 
of the negro poolrooms are dirty places, 
filled with fumes of whisky, beer and 
tobacco smoke. 

There hava been so many depredations 
by negroes recently and such an open de- 
flance of police gnd law that the agthori- 
ties felt some very stringent measures 
had to be adopted in order to rid the city 
of a class of negroes who were a menace 
to the property and lives of the people. 

“fter repeated assaults upon unpro- 
tected women, numerous highway robber- 
les and many daring burglaries, the no- 
groes became more bold and defied the 
officers themselves. All of this culmi- 
nated two days ago in a negro outlaw, 
who had committed a burglary and who 
was being pursued, turning upon a peace 
officer and. firing a bullet into his breast. 

Yesterday morning two officers had 


, Serious trouble with vagrant negroes, and 


one of them came near being shot. 
City Officials Take Action. 

Something had to be done, and done 
speedily. A meeting was held in ths 
mayor’s office a day or two ago and the 
chief of police, the police captains and 
the recorder were present to confer with 
the mayor. It was agreed that the city 
had to be rid of the worthless negroes if 
order to stop crime. The mayor said hé 
desired that the police act speedily. 

Captain English, chairman of the police 
board, had in the meantime conferréd 
with Chief Manly, and measures were 
adopted to make a fight on the idlers, 

Any day inthe week, at any hour of the 
day,. from 7 o’clock in the morning until 
10 o’clock at night, let the fire bell ring 
and the fire engines make a run out Deca- 
tur street, and in a few seconds hundreds 
of negroes will flock into the street from 
the poolrooms ind saloons. 
estimated by the police that often 4s 
many as one thousand of these loafing 
negroes can be corraled on this street 
alone in the middle of the day when they 
should be at work. 


All the Poolrooms Raided. 


Yesterday afternocn at 3 o’clock the né- 
gro poolrooms in the city were surround- 
ed by the police at the same time and the 
raids made. All the patrol wagons weré 
run out and the negroes hauled to the 
police barracks and locked up. A few ae- 
grces who were not vagrants, but who 
were caught in bad company, were arrest- 
ed, and these were afterwards released, 
but the big majority were the very class 
the police were after, and they will 
tried and sentenced by the recorier this 
afternoon. | 

Locking up over a hundred negroes at 
one time was no easy or pleasant job for 
the barracks officers. Each prisoner had 
to be searched and his effects kept with 
his name on them. Once or twice they 
got mixed and the lists had to be checked 
over three or four times. The male negro 
department of the city prison wag sO 
crowded last night that the turnkey de- 
clared he would have to hang cout ths 
S. R. O. sign. 

For several hours after the raids tele- 
phone messages were sent to the barracks 
by white citizens who were minus 4 
butler or dinizgzg room boy. One message 
was from a resident of Peachtree street, 
and he*was told that his butler was 
among the poolroom loafers, and he said: 

“Then you can keep him. I jon’t want 
him in my house any more. A negro who 
associates with such a class is as bad as 
they are.”’ 

Recorder Will Do His Part. 

Recorder Broyles is taking a very ac- 
tive interest in the effort which is being 
made to rid the city of negro vagrants. 
He said yesterday: 

“IT am more than willing to do my part, 
and I will send the idlers and loafers to 
the stockade for as long as the law al- 
lows, but I don’t think prosecuting them 
in my court will have a lasting effect. 
Most of ‘these negroes do not care for @ 
month in the stockade. It gives them @ 
rest from their dissipations, and they 
come out in a better shape tian ever to 
carry on their lawlessness. I believe that 
there will have to be a state law enacted 
making vagrancy a crime punishable with 


from one to twenty years in the peniten-. 


tiary. When a worthless negro is con- 
victed of vagrancy he can be sent up for 
the limit, and that means mighty near 
the rest of his life.” 

The police will continue to raid the 
dives and dens in the city, and will keep 
the streets clear of negro loafers from 
now On. |

You 
may have eight or nine votes and your 
influence would be worth $25 or $30; some- 
body else might have one vote, and his 
influence would only be worth about $65. 
That’s the way it is.”

More Than ht Thousand Bales 


at x 


Some of the Cotton Was Bought at 
Ten Cents and Over and the 
Price Has Declined. 


Albany, Ga., March 22.—(Special.)— 
Stored in the warehouses of Albany there 
are now more than 8,000 bales of cotton, 
the unsold remnant of the crop of 1900- 
1901, the ownership of which ,is about 
equally divided between farmers and par- 
tiles who bought for speculation earlier 
in the season. 

The money loss represented by these 
8,000 bales would more than pay off the 
bonded indebtedness of the city of Al- 
bany. At prevailing market prices the 
cotton is worth something like $320,000, 
It has been held over from the early part 
of the season, and the falling off of the 
market quotations from time to time to 
the extent of about 2% cents per pound 
foots up the impressive total of $100,090. 
Insurance and stor charges make a 
further item that is by no means incon- 
siderable. 

Several parties who have bought and 
are holding cotton in the hope of a rise 
in the market are out to the tune of 
something like $10,000 each. This ‘is actual 
loss, for the cotton was bought when tke 
staple Was worth more than 10 centa 
Many farmers have pocketed heavy 
losses, for holdings of several hundred 
bales are not uncommon amon our 
planters. A good deal of cotton i still 
being held on the farms by planters who 
are awaiting better prices and are unwill- 
ing to pay warehouse storage etal for 
an indefinite period.

HARD WORK WAS HECESSARY 


In Greenville a Compress and Con- 
tents, a Church and Seventeen 
Tenement Houses Are 
Destroyed Quickly by 
Big Fire. 


Greenville. Miss., March 22.—This after- 
noon Greenville suffered from a fire that 
destroyed, on a conservative estimate, 


fully $100,000 worth of property. The. 


Greenville compress was discovered to 
be on fire at 2:30 o’clock. Stored in the 
yards of the compress were 9,000 bales of 
cotton. The wind was blowing a gale 
from the southeast and, while this helped 
to save much of the cotton, as the flames 
were carried from the cotton yard, it 
made the fire rage furiously and every- 
thing in reach was attacked The entire 
fire department was called out and after 
hours of work the fire, at 8 p. m., was 
under control, although hundreds of bales 
of cotton are still burning. The compress 
building and machinery are damaged to 
the extent of $15,000. A conservative esti- 
mate places the cotton loss at 1,500 bales. 
valued at $70,000, covered by insurance, 
through local agencies. The heaviest 
losers on cotton were H. G. Vincent. W. 
C. Graig & Co. and the Waldauer com- 
pany. 

The fire crossed the Yazoo and Missis- 
sippi Valley railroad and destroyed New 
Hope First Baptist church and then ate 
its way into Steel's alley, destroying in 
all seventeen tenement houses and most 
of the contenta. The loss on the church 
and the tenement houses, added to the 
joss on the compress and cotton, runs the 
total to fully $100,000. The tenement 
houses destroyed were occupled by ne- 
groes and their losses are total, as thev 
had no insurance on their household 
goods. 

Several people were badly burned, but 
none fatally.

Warrants 
and counter warrants for assaults were 
sworn out by union men and non-union 
men have been dismissed. The trolley 
wire of the Old Dominion Railway Com- 
pany on Duke street, in Brighton, was 
cut last night, it is supposed, by some of 
the strikers or their sympathizers. The 
electric current is-kept on all night to 
make it dangerous for any one to tamper 
wit the wires,’ and a dozen private 
watchmen have been employed by the 
company.

Bank of Tennessee Bills Are 
Sent In. 


THEY WERE ONCE REDEEMED 


Legislature Passes an Act and Some 


Ancient Currency 
Shows Up. 


Memphis, Tenn., March 22.—(Special.)— 
Today an amount of old Bank of Tennes- 
see money was sent from Memphis to the 
state treasurer's office for redemption. 
This, perhaps, will be the last of this is- 
sue of money by the old state bank to be 
redeemed. The Tennessee legislature on- 
ly a few days ago passed a bill repealing 
the redemption act. Ten years ago the 
general assembly decided to redeem seve- 
ral hundred thousand dollars worth of 
this money. For a few months there was 
a veritable flood of the old money at 
Nashville and thousands of dollars worth 
of the old past notes were taken up and 
canceled. It was apparent for awhile 
that most of the paper had been taken 
up, when there came another rush of 
the old certificates. The old money, after 
having been redeemed, was placed in the 
basement of the capitol. Not long since 
a batch of the paper, which had been 
canceled by perforation, found its way 
back fnto circulation. Some artists got 
hold of the money and stopping up the 
small holes sold the money and now 
hardly a week passes but what some of 
the past notes are presented for payment 
In view of the long time since the passage 
of the redemption act Governor McMil- 
lin believed that all holders of the paper 
who were entitled to realize on it had 
been heard from and that the law should 
be repealed as a matter of protection to 
the state. A law has just gone through 
the legislature and after a few weeks 
this old money will be worthless. 


BRICKLAYERS GO ON STRIKE. 


President of the Union Adjusts 
the Trouble. ; 

Memphis, Tenn., March 22.—(Special.)— 
Four days ago the bricklayers engaged 
on the new Gayoso hotel and the Na- 
poleon Hill building, being constructed 
by Hennessy Bros. & Sons, of Chicago, 
walked out on a strike. President George 
P. Gubbins, of the International union, 
came here from Chicago and succecded in 
adjusting the trouble. Today the men 
returned tq work at $4.50 a day for eight 
hours’ work.

Will Stop the Skin Games 
# Now Going On. 

Memphis, Tenn., March 22.—(Special.)— 
Steps were inaugurated today to call a 
halt upon the gambling now going on in 
Memphis, as a matter of protection to 
visitors during the races and reunion of 
the confederate veterans. A number of 
“skin games” are going on, still there are 
a few square games, though it is evident 
the “tin horn” type is in the majority. 
The town is full of games and a big haul 
is expected. It is certain that Memphis 
will entertain thousands of visitors from 
now until after the reunfon. 


ENTIRE FLEET IS NOW TIED UP 


Tennesseé River Improvements «Are 
at a Standstill. 

Chattanooga, Tenn., March 22.—(Spe- 
clal.).—Major Dan Kingman, United 
States engineer in charge of the Tennes- 
see river improvements, today made ar- 
rangements for tying up the government 
fleet emploved in upper river improve- 
ments at Knoxville and has dismissed the 
entire force numbering 175 men, in com- 
mand of Captain Thacher.

A CAUCUS HAS BEEN HELD 


Ruling Members of House and Sen- 
ate Reach a Conclusion as 


Nashville, Tenn., March 22.—(Special.)— 
A joint caucus of democratic members of 
the legislature was held today with sev- 
enty-three members present. Fifty-two 
were members of the house and twenty- 
cne were senators. ai) 

Senator Peak offered a resoluticn de- 
claring it the sense of the ‘caucus that 
the democrats of the genera) assembly 
should support @ measure submitting the 
qvestion of calling a constitutional con- 
vention to a vote of the people. The 
resolution was adopted. As fifty votes in 
the house and seventeen in the senate are 
sufficient to pass @ bill, the constitutional 
trl] will pass if the members abide by 
the action of the caucus and do not ab- 
sent themselves from the chamber when 
the vote is taken. There is some doubt 
as to whether the state bill will be taken 
up on which to make the fight or whether 
a new bill will be drafted. The Peak 
resolution did not mention any specific 
bill or measure, but was general in char- 
acter. The consideration of the revenue 
bill was resumed in the senate and the 


bill passed. 

The senate bill to amend the law as to 
the nayment of pensions to disabled con- 
federate soldiers over seventy years old 
was tabled. The bill to place fratornal 
benevolent societies under the state in- 
surance laws was passed. 


MEMPHIS TAX ASSESSMENTS. 


Lively Controversy Between the, Cit- 
izens and Comptroller Is On. 

Memphis, Tenn., March 22.—(Special.)— 
The good people of Memphis and the state 
comptroller. Theo. F. King, are now en- 
gaged in a merry war over tax assess- 
ments. Some months ago the county tax 
assessor placed a valuation upon the Shel- 
by county, Memphis, property. The coun- 
ty board of equalization came along and 
said the assessment was all right and 
the papers were sent to Nashville to be 
inspected by the state board of equaHza- 
tion, composed of Comptroller King, 
Treasurer Craig and Secretary of State 
Morgan. They said the assessment was 
too low and made an increase of over #,- 
000,000 In this cHy alone. Then the storm 
came on. 

The heavy taxpayers have palfd their 
taxes in under protest and are now filing 
bilis in chancery to recover the money 
thus paid on ‘the excessive assessment. 
Several of the more wealthy citizens and 
corporations, those whose assessments 
were raised 15 per cent, have formed a 
syndicate and will fight the matter to a 
finish. They have just learned that 
Treasurer Craig did not sit with the state 
board of equahzers, but that his acting 
treasurer, N. H. White, acted in his stead. 
It is claimed that Mr. White made the 
motion to raise the assessment when he 
had no right to sit on the board, as the 
state treasurer could not, under the law, 
delegate his authority to the acting treas- 
urer. Other questions were brought up, 
among the number an allegation that Act- 
ing Treasurer White was a member ofthe 
Tennessee general assembly, and under 
the constitution of Tennessee he could not 
hold a state office or sit upon a state 
board, even were it fully established that 
Treasurer Craig had authority to transfer 
his power to Mr. White. 

Since these questions have been raised, 
Comptroller King has come to ghe front 
and is mad. He says he will back assess 
the property in Shelby county. Leading 
lawyers of Tennessee declare that the 
comptroller cannot regulate tax assess- 
ments according to his own sweet will, 
and are now preparing to resist an assault 
from this source. The fight ts going to 
be a warm one. 

If the contention of the property hold- 
ers as to the right of White to serve on 
the board of equalization is sustained, the 
assessment in one-half of the counties, 
fixed for four years, will have to be 
changed. The state beard made many 
changes in the larger counties, embracing 
Memphis, Chattanooga, Knoxville and 
Nashville.

Pensacola, Fla., March 22.—A brief tele- 
gram from St. Andrews Bay announced 
that the schooner Maggie Muller, owned 
by E. E. Sanders & Co., of this port, is 
Stranded at St. Andrews Pass.

New York, March 22.—Police Commis- 
sioner Murphy said today that early next 
week he was going to rearrange the Ten- 
derlein precinct. by taking away portions 
of the precincts and annexing them to the 
four or five other precincts adjoining it.

Young Kentuckian Taken from

HIS TEACHER DEFENDS HIM 


Aged Hoarder of Coin Is Killed and 
His Saved Dollars Are Carried 
Away by the Assassins.

Lexington, Ky., March 22.—(Specia).)--R. 
A. Caplinger, @ student at the commercial 
college of Kentucky university, left here 
today on a morning train in charge of 
Sheriff John T. Odom, of Smithville, De- 
Kalb county, Tennessee. Caplinger is 
charged with the murder of John Neal, 
an aged miser, who was struck do@yn at' 
3 o’clock on the morning of January 19th 
and robbed of $1,000. Caplinger has been 
in jail here, behing held according to or- 
ders received from the Tennessee officers. 


He protests his innocence, and says that. 


he was in Lexington on the day the crime 
was committed. This statement is borne 
out by President Wilbur Smith, of the 
commercial college, who says that Cap- 
singer was here on January lith and on 
January 19th. 

Sheriff Odom thinks that he can cun- 
nect Caplinger ‘with the commission of 
the crime. He says that Caplinger left 
DeKalb county January l4th, and that 
he may have been in this city on January 
17th, but even so, it would have been 
possible for him to have left Lexington 
and committed the crime on Saturday 
morning and returned to this city, arriv- 
ing the day the crime was committed.

JUDGMENTS MUST BE PAID. 


Texas Legislature May Be Convened 
in Extra Session. 

Austin, Tex., March 22.—(Special.)—The 
senate devoted the entire day’s session to 
the consideration of its bill seeking to 
force the Waters-Pierce Oil Company, of 
Missouri, to pay judgments in the dam- 
age suits now pending. against the com- 
pany at Waco, Tex., for violating the 
Texas anti-trust law. The controversy 
rapidly emerged into a discussion of the 
issuance of a new permit to&the company 
to do business in the state, anid quite a 
number of political speeches were made 
pro and con thereon. No final action was 
taken. : 

The house appointed a special com- 
mittee to devise bills looking to tNe re- 
districting of the state into congressional 
districts, the announcement having been 
made that Governor Sayers wi!) recon- 
vere the legislature upon adjournment. 
April 9th, with a view of securing act'on 
on the redistricting proposition in a spe- 
cial session to be held for that purpose 
However, the special session will be call- 
ed on condition that the attorney general 
will hold that the six months eppropria- 
tion bill, to apply between now and Sep- 
tember ist, in adé!tlon to the cwo-year 
apnvropriation beginning on that date was 
valid, some argument being made that the’ 
fiscal years could not be changed by any 
such proceeding as is contemplated in this 
movement. 

The legislative committee appointed to 
investigate conditions along the gulf 
coasts attendant upon the disastrous tidal 
wave of Jast fall made its report, the 
same containing some serious develon- 
ments regarding the handling of funds 
and supplies in the territories named. 

Governor Sayers today issued his an- 
nual gu!f coast and border quarantine 
proclamation against all vessels and all 
persons coming from all districts infacted 
with yellow fever, bubonic plague, cholera 
or other infactuous diseuses. The quar- 
antine becomes effective April ist and 
continues for an indefinite period. 


BOUND TO STOP GAMBLING. 


Arkansas Legislature Has Bill Fin- 
ing Sports Heavily. 

Little Rock, Ark., March 2.—After a 
spirited contest the house of representa- 
tives this afternoon refused to reconWder 
the vote by which it passed the senate 
bill for the suppression of gambling. The 
bill imposes a fine of $500 to $1,000 for 
gaming, half the fine to go to the in- 
formant and half to the common school 
fund. It provides that if any prosecut- 
ing attorney, city attorney or mayor who 
shall know or is informed of any vio- 
lation of the act shall refuse or neglect 
to prosecute shall, upon indictment and 
conviction, be fined, removed from office 
and disqualified thereafter from holding 
office in this state. 

During debate on the bill today Repre- 
sentative J. W. Clack, of Yell county, 
caused a sensation by declaring he could 
have received $200 if he would vote 
against the bill. Advocates of the bill 
contend it will be a death blow to gam- 
bling in this state.

Health Officers for éhe Counties of 
‘Mississippi. 


REPORTS SENT THE SECRETARY 


Shows Number of Smallpox Cases. 
Death Rate More Than That 
of Yellow Fever. 


Jackson, Miss., Mareh 2?.—(Special.)— 
Before adjournment last night the State 
board of health will complete the work 
of selecting county health officers for 
the seventy-five counties in Mississippi. 
The work ‘has progressed very slowly 
during the day, owing chiefly to the con- 
tests in a number of counties, and in 
several instances committees and delega- 
tions appeared before the board in the 


interest of various applicants. 

One of the most important matters 80 
far transacted was the point blank re- 
fusal of the board to indorse the reso- 
lution recently adopted by the Louisiana 
board of health providing that the presi- 
dent of the board not be required to 
make public a reported case of yellow 
fever to other state health boards until 
it is ascertained whether the case is 
“suspicious or genuine.” During the brief 
discussion of the resolution it was ap- 
parent that the board stil] clings in a 
great measure to the old belief that the 
Louisiana officials still conceal yellow 
fever, and the belief was expressed that 
the ratification of this resolution by all 
southern health boards would assist in 
this concealment. 

Secretary Hunter has submitted to the 
board a compilation of the reports from 
county health officers showing that there 
has been 2,066 cases of smallrox in Mis- 
sissippi from the Ist of January to the 
sth of February, resulting in 456 deaths, 
the death rate being about 20 per cent, 
which is far in excess of any record es- 
tablished by yellow fever since the cele- 
brated epidemic of 1878. During the same 
period there were 49% cases of scarlet 
fever, resulting in fifty-one deaths. 


President Moore, of the National Good 
Roads Asssociation, was in the city yes- 
terday and completed arrangements with 
Governor Longino, Mayor Hemingway 
and the commercial bodies of the city for 
a Mississippi good roads convention to be 
held in Jackson at some date between the 
"th and 30th of April. The good roads 
train is to leave Chicago on the 7th of 
April and will visit several towns in the 
south before reaching Jackson. Governor 
Longino will ask the boards of supervis- 
ors of all counties in the state to attend 
the gathering in Jackson, and a num- 
ber of prominent speakers will be invited 
to be present. Arrangements have al- 
ready been made for the attendance of 
the student body of the Starkville Agri- 
cultural and Mechanical college and the 
prospects seem excellent for a large at- 
tendance. A sample road one mile in 
length will be built during the conven- 


tion. °

Hon. E. H. Moore, state senator from 
Bolivar county and chairman of the joint 
committee appointed at the last session 
of the legislature to investigate the af- 
fairs of the penitentiary board of control, 
has issued a call for a meeting of the 
committee to assemble in Jackson on 
the 24 day of April to make preparations 
for the investigation.

It is thought that other 
members of the gang, who were planning

at the officers, and deputies sent from

Car robbery has thrived around the 
junction, and nearly a score of negroes 
were arrested last fall and sent to jail. 
The most dangerous negroes in the county 
dwell around the junction, and a well or- 
ganized band was at work. The long 
freight trains were entered while the 
speéd was let down at the junction. and 
once in the cars the thieves scattered 
stuff along the track to be picked up by 
others in the scheme. Detectives for 
the Southern railway left Charleston on 
all the midnight trains, and for a time 
the robberies were less frequent, al- 
though it appears that another gang is’ 
operating.

GOMES REPORT WAS READ 


Rejects Four Clauses of the 
Platt Amendment—But It Is.

Havana. March 27—The committee on 
relations of the Cuban constitutional con- 
vention met today to consider the report 
drawn up by its secretary, Senor Juan 
Gualberto Gomez, on the Platt amend- 
ment, Irn substance the report rejects 
four clauses. the clauses dealing with 
coaling stations, foreign relations, the 
right to intervene to preserve peace and 
ithe entering into treaties covering the 
points in question. Fhe other clauses are 
treated on the lines of the previous re- 
port, the sanitation of the Isle of Pines 
being virtually agreed to. Three of the 
five members of the committee objected to 
the rejection, in toto, of the four clauses 
mentioned, and it is believed that some 
consideration should be given them. No 
vote was taken, but a majority was op- 
posed to acceptance. The committee ad- 
journed until Tuesday next. 

The committee’s action is taken as a 
forerunner of the final acceptance of the 
Platt amendment. A member of the com- 
mittee said this evening: 

‘The general tone of the people has 
changed, and this is having an effect upon 
the delegates, I do not believe that the 
convention will accept the report as it 
stands.’’ 

Many of the delegates have talked today 
with Senator Proctor, but he gave them 
no encouragement to believe that the next 
congress would modify the amendment. 
On the contrary, he told them that it 
was clearly for the interest of the Cu- 
bans to accept the amendment. 


HAVANA IS A HEALTHY CITY. 


General Wood Reports a Small Death 
Rate for City. 
Washington, March 22.—A report has 
been received at the war department from 
General Wood showing that the death 
rate for Havana for February was 19.32 
per 1,000, which is said to be below the 
average of most American cities. The 
death rate, it is stated, steadily decreases 
and this ig taken as an indication of im- 

proved sanitary conditions. 

The death rate is considered remarka- 
ble. During the last February of Spanish 
rule, in 1898, § was 82.32 per 1,00. The 
particular object of the report is to en- 
deavor to correct what are said to be er- 
roneous impressions concerning the sani- 
tation of Havana, and attention is called 
to the fact that. that city now can be 
classed among the healthy cities of the 
world. 

A report compares Havana's health sta- 
tistics with those of a number of east- 
ern and southern cities of the United 
States, most of which are shown to have 
a higher death rate than Havana. At 
present it is stated these cities look upon 
Havana with suspician, but, says the re- 
port, Havana will have to guard against 
them in the fear future. 

As to yellow fever, it is shown that in 
February, 1900, Havana had seventeen 
cases of that disesre, against only eight 
new cases during thej February just 
passed, 

Exhaustive measures are now being 
taken against the spread of the disease 
in Havana. Beside disinfecting the houses, 
the rooms occupied by yellow fever pa- 
tients are screened as soon as the case is 
reported and all mosquitoes in the Dbuild- 
ing and adjoining dwellings killed by the 
fumes of pyrethrum powder. With these 
and other precautionary measures, it is 
expected very materially to decrease the 
yellow fever during the coming summer. 

In view of improved conditions in Cuba 
and the fact that passengers as well as 
vessels are inspected before leaving Cu- 
ban ports by the United States quarantine 
officers and suspected baggage disinfect- 
ed, the treasury department has so modi- 
fied existing regulations as to permit un- 
til April 15, 1901, travel from Cuban of 
non-immunes after their inspection at, 
port of departure and necessary disinfec- 
tion of effects. This waiver includes the 
northern ports.

Havana, March 22.—General Miles and 
party sailed this morning at 11 o'clock 
for Miami, Fla., on the steamer Prince 
Edward. 


Postage to Cuba. 


Washington, March 22.—As a result of 
the cabinet meeting today the postmaster 
general will issue an order establishing 
the domestic rate of postage between 
the United States and Cuba, the order to 
take effect on April Ist.

SENATOR DEBOE WANTS TO 
GO BACK TO. U.S. SENATE 


licans will sweep the state this Novem- 
ber. Senator Deboe. says he will begin 
work in his senatorial race at once and 
that the republican party expects to win 
by having a thorough organization of 
the state. Steps toward this end have 
already been t by the republican 
state central committee. Senator Deboe 
also places a great deal‘of confidence in 
the fact that this is what may be termed 
an “off year” in Kentuéky politics and 
that the democrats will not turn out for 
the legislative races as they did last fall 
when Beckham defeated Yerkes. 

In epeaking of the race for the new 
federad judgeship, he said: 

“I recommend ex-Congressman Joe 
Pugh for the place and if there is any 
intimation from the president that Mr. 
Pugh will not be appointed I shall recom- 
mend former Governor Wiliam O. Brad- 
ley. It is my opinion that Steve Sharp, of 
Lexington, wili be appointed marshal and 
Judge James H. Tinsiey district attor- 
ney.”’ 

Captain Sharp is an ex-confederate sol- 
dier who was a prominent worker in the 
interests of the so-called Brown democra- 
cy which followed the lead of ex-Govern- 
or John Young Brown and supported the 
republican ticket In 1899 and 1900. 


Throughout the stafe the opinion is get- 
ting stronger every day that ex-Governor 
Bradley will be the next federal judge 
and the fact has revived the story of the 
old enmity of McKinley and Bradley at 
the time when both had aspirations for 
the presidency and the sharp reply that 
the then governor of Kentucky made to. 
Mark Nanna. During the famous Brad- 
ley-Hunter race for United States sena- 
tor when elther could have been elected 
had the other been willing to withdraw, 
Hunter had the support of the national 
organization. He was thought to be the 
stronger man and pressure was brought 
to bear on Bradley from every conceiva- 
ble source. Mark Hanna himself was in- 
voked and wired Bradley to come at once 
to Washington to see him. Bradley wired 
back the answer which every politician 
in the state remembers, “It is just as far 
from Washington to Frankfort as it is 
from Frankfort to Washington’ This 
closed the incident, but there has never 
been the best of feeling between the ad- 
ministration and Bradley since that time. 
It would be a queer turning—and the pos- 
sibility of it is causing comment—if Mc- 
Kinley forgets the jealousy of the days 
when both were almost of equal promi- 
nence struggling for the same goal and 
the stab at Mark Hanna’s tender feelings 
and appoints Bradlew to the federal judge- 
ship. It is stated that because of those 
relations which formerly existed, Brad- 
ley never announced himself as an open 
candidate for the place, but the president, 
recognizing his hold on the party in the 
state, would shelve him by the appoint- 
ment. 


Bowling Green and Warren county have 
been the hotbeds of the Brown democrat- 
ic movement in the western part of Ken- 
tucky and the republicans are attempt- 
ing to revive the feeling of the last two 
campaigns. To this end they are at- 
tempting an alliance with the Brown 
democrats in order to get out a fusion 
ticket against the regular democratic 
nominees for the legislature. The republi- 
cans thus hope to revivify the Brown 
democratic feeling in the several adjoin- 
ing counties and sneak in a few republi- 
can ‘votes for senater.in the next legis- 
lature. It is hardly probable that their 
‘efforts will meet’ with success. That the 
people wefe pleased with their demo- 
cratic representatives is borne out by the 
fact that already fifteen members have 
been renominated, while there are at 
least two members of the lower house 
who will receive the nomination for the 
senate. Thus far but one democratic rep- 
resentative has been defeated for renom- 
ination 


The fact that Louisville and Nashville 
stock has reached par has caused a gen- 
éral satisfaction, as many Kentuckians 
hold stock in that corporation. The ad- 
vance was the highést since the panic. 
On Monday one broker bought 5,000 shares 
and on this a number of large holders 
were Willing to get out at the price of 98 
and a fraction over. This action was 
justified by the past history of the stock, 
but the rise continued and the 100 mark 
was passed. When the stock boomed up 
into the eighties last year a number of 
people caught 2n with the idea that it 
would reach par. Many of these stuck to 
their holdings and did not let go until the 
100 mark was reached. They were more 
than repaid for their year’s waiting. 


The appeal of Mrs. Vincent Boreing, 
wife of the republican congressman from 
the eleventh district, has been filed in 
the Kentucky court of appeals. In a suit 
before the Laurel circuit court she was 
granted absolute divorce from her hus- 
bend, but the court refused to allow her 
alimony. The affidavits filed by Mrs. 
Boreing’s counsel show that in addition 
to his salary as congressman Mr. Boreing 
has property valued at $30,000, and, as 
there was no allegation attacking th? 
character of the wife, she clainis that she 
ie entitled to part of the estate. 

Congressman Boreing’s district is in the 
mountain region of the statc, and colm- 
prises perhaps the largest extent of terri- 
tory of any in the state. For a number 
of years he has lived at London, Ky., 4 
small village in Laurel county. He wus 
here for a long time in connection with 
Captain Ed Parker and others interested 
in the mail route system. It was in this 
that Boreing accumulated a fortune. The 
small company organized in the little 
town first began as bidders on the mail 
routes in the mountain counties, as Lon- 
don was the chief city for miles around. 
The enterprise grew, and now extends 
into all parts of the United States. The 
contracts are for the delivery of mail in 
places only accessible by wagon and in 
hauling the mail from the depots in cities 
to the postoffice. They would bid on hun- 
dreds of these mail routes in all parts of 
the country, and then sublet them to some 
man with @ wagon who lived in the 
ne'ghborhood of the particular route. 

In spite of the fact that a temperance 
map of the state showing the territory 
in which local option has been voted by 
the people shows that fully 80 per cent 
of the state is dry, there is practically 
very little of this territery where whisky 
cannot be bought. The records in the

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In these days when it is the fashion 
and habit of men and women to guard 
their feelings behind a barrier of artifi- 
cial worldliness and cheap cynicism, and 
to discredit any display of emotion as 
vulgar; when the vices of the stoics and 
not their virtues are emulated, such a 
play as “The Sign of the Cross” is as 
salutary and as refreshing as a cold 
water douche, 

It is elemental in its strength and di- 
rectness, and at the same time it is so 
stagy and theatric, that unless one pos- 
sesses fmagination the whole thing is a 
pageant. But the play has been made in 
so workmanlike a style that he imagi- 
nation is fired from the very outset. Its 
appeals to the emotions are not cunning- 
ly devised, but are struck straight from 
the shoulder at the root of things. When 
they reach home they make you wince. 

In truth, at times, such flagrant meth- 
ods are used to evoke a thrill of horror 
or compassion, that they fall in their end. 
To beat a woman down to the ground 
with a heavy whip, and then to torture 
her on the rock when her agonized 
screams can be heard is a cheap and fu- 
tile trick. 

It is not artistic, it is not effective, and 
it violates the canons of decency. To 
have suggested it would have been an 
infinitely stronger and surer method of 
gaining the desired end. 

The last scene of the last act Is worth 
all the rest of the play put together, for 
this very reason. The mind is not ham- 
pered with silly and irrelevant facts. The 
story is suggested, and the imagination 
has free play. Any thing can be made 
out of the story. 

The stage setting is one of the most 
effective that could be devised. It shows 
the interior-of one ot the dungeons open- 
ing into the arena of the Circus Maxi- 
mus of Rome. A band of men and wo- 
men—Christians—are there waiting to be 
summoned to the death that awalts them 
outside. 

A centurion of the guard and two other 
Roman functicnaries come in and parcel 
the prisoners out. This lot for the gladi- 
ators; these for the tigers, and others for 
another fate—all cold-bloodedly and with- 
out expression of hatred or any other 
emotion. 

A brazen blare of trumpets and the 
gates are thrown wide. A broad bar of 
glaring, yellow summer sunlight streams 
into the darkened cell. A line of stolid 
legionaries stand across the gate. Be- 
yond them the prisoners catch a fan- 
shaped vista of the interior of the great 
amphitheater. The white sands of the 
arena gleaming and glistening under the 
Roman sun. Tier wn tier the gray stone 
seats rise, crowded with all the world of 
Rome. From the great mob comes the 
low-pitched rancous roer of angry and 
impatient thousands. 

It-rises to a shrill cry of exaltation 
when the prisoners walk out into the 
arena. The gates clang into place surlily. 
A woman and a boy are left behind. The 
boy whimpers and crys out in fear and 
the woman comforts him. 

There is something fine in the simplici- 
ty ard spirit with which the scene is 
enacted.

Briar Pipes. 

Windsor (Fngland) Magazine: It is 
strange, and yet it is a fact, that the Eng- 
lish workman is of no use in the manufac- 
ture of pipes. The most skfliful artisans 
are efther the Austrians or the French 
The pipe makers are a very select, small 
body, and observe every precaution to 
prevent their trade being learned by out- 
siders. They will have no apprentices, 
and if T introduced any boys into my fac- 
tory I should have to pav them the union 
minimum wage, which is £2 a week. On 
the other hand. the workmen are clever 
and they earn their wages. 

Speaking of the cost of a pipe, Mr 
Weingott remarks: ‘‘When the blocks ar- 
rive over here thev are at once sorted. 
Out of one gross of blocks I rarely ever 
get more than three or four pleces of 
wood good enough for the very finest 
class of pipes, about half a dozen goal 
briars for fine quality pipes, and perhaps 
as many as four dozen pieces of wood for 
the ordinary every day pipe. The remain- 
ing seven dozen pieces of wood are thrown 
into the furnace, and, I might mention, 
help considerably to generate the neces- 
sary steam power for the machinery. 
Thus fully © per cent of the materia] |! 
purchase is of no use whatever, and it is 
this extraordinary amount of waste that 
causes the briar pipe to be so expensive. 
The prevailing defect, I may mention by 
the way, Is generally in the form of a 
crack in the wood. I used to sell these 
defective blocks of briar at a penny aplece 
and have sent away as many as 40,000 con- 
demned briars at a time, but now TI 
burn them all. The: briars were sent 
broad, and the cracks and flaws stopped 
with putty or some other composition, 
and then steeped in a strong solution of 
permanganate of potash, which deeply 
colored the wood’and made the defect In- 
visible except on close inspection. All 
those briars you see of a very deep color 
have passed through the permanganate 
of potash bath, and you may rest assured 
that there is a defect somewhere—they 
would not be that color if it were not 
80, because natural briar is of a medium 
light hue. 

“As to the average life of a briar pipe, 
you may take it for granted that a pipe 
will last you as many years as it costs 
you shillings. That is to say, if you pay 
6 shillings for a pipe, if you are a mod- 
erate smoker, it will last you six years. 
The style of brtar pipe that Is mostly in 
demand is that with a bowl cut the 
straight way of the grain. This I may tel! 
you, is not the most reliable kind of pipe, 
as the sudden expansion by the heat anid 
contraction of the wood when you stop 
smoking causes it to split in a short time. 
The best pattern of briar is that with a 
bowl the grain of which is very mottled 
in appearance, or, as We call it, the ‘birds- 
eye grain.’ This will never split.” 


President Diaz. 


Robert S. Barrett in Washington Post: 
“Tt saw President Diaz about forty days 
azo and talked with him for quite a 
time. He was about to start on an out- 
ing in the state of Guerrero. I notice 
in the newspapers published in Mexico 
City that he has been suffering somewhat 
from rheumatism, but further than that 
I have no doubt the alarming reports re- 
garding him are much exaggerated.

“TERMS PROPOSED TO BOERS 


A Crown Colony Administration, 
with an Elected Assembly To 
Advise Him—Amnesty in 
Case of Surrender 
Is Offered.

London, March 22.—The parliamentary 
papers giving details of the negotiations 
between the Boer commander in chief, 
General Botha, and Lord Kitchener, 
commanding the British forces in South 
‘Africa, issued today, begin with a tele- 
#ram from Sir Alfred Milner to Colonial 
Secretary Chamberlain. The dispatch is 
dated Pretoria, February 22d, and states 
that Mrs. Botha had returned from a 
meeting with her husband, bringing a 
letter in reply to Sir Alfred Milner’s ver- 
bal message offering to meet General 
Botha as a means to ending the war, on 
the express understanding that he would 
not discuss the independence of the 
Transvaal and Orange River colony. 
Mrs. Botha assured Sir Alfred Milner 
that the letter was written with that 
point clearly understood. General Botha 
referred the matter to his generals and it 
Was stated that the meeting would prob- 
ably take place at Middleberg. 

Mr. Chamberlain replied that he was 
glad to hear of General Botha’s desire 
to treat and hoped it was genuine. ‘‘He 
will find us,’’ said the colonial secretary, 
“anxious to meet him on all points af- 
fecting his individual position.”’ 

A dispatch from Lord Kitchener to the 
‘war office, dated Pretoria, February 28th, 
reports a long interview with General 
Botha, who showed very good feeling and 
seemed anxious for peace. He asked for 
information, which he said he would sub 
mit to his government, the generals and 
the people. If they agreed, he would visit 
the Orange River colony and get them 
to agree. Should ail then hand in their 
arms, it would finish the war. He said 
they could go on for some time and he 
Was not sure he would be able to bring 
about peace without independence. 


“{ declined to discuss such a point,’ 
said Lord Kitchener, “and said a modi- 
fied form of independence would be most 
dangerous and would lead to war in the 
future. Repiying to General Botha’s in- 
qguiries I informed him that when hoatili- 
ties ceased the military would be replaced 
by a crown colony administration, con- 
sisting of a nominated executive and an 
elected assembly to advise him, foliowed 
after a period by a representative gov- 
ernment. ‘the Boers wouid be licensed to 
have rifles to protect themselves against 
the natives, the Dutch and English lan- 
guages were to have equal rights; kaf- 
‘Grs would not have the franchise until 
after representative government had been 
granted; the Orange Free State laws for 

rs would be considered good; church 
property, public trusts and orphan funds 
would not be touched; no war tax would 
be imposed on farmers; assistance would 
be given to repair the burned farms and 
to enable the farmers to start afresh, and 

Co who had joined the republic 
should be disfranchised. 

“General Botha generally seemed sat- 
isfied with these conditions.” 

On March 3d, Sir Alfred Milner cabled 
Lord Kithener, suggesting the following 
replies to General Botha: 

“I beg to inform you that on the cessa- 
tion of hostilities and the complete sur- 
render of arms, ammunition, cannon and 
munitions in the hands of the burghers in 
the field, at government depots or eise- 
where, his majesty’s government is pre- 
pared.at Once to grant amnesty in the 
Transvaal and Orange river colony for 
all bona fide acts of war during the hos- 
tiities, as wel! as to move the govern- 
ments of Cape Colony and Natal to simi- 
lar action, qualified by the disfranchise-, 
mem of any British subjects implicated 
in the war. The military prisoners in St. 
Helena, Ceylon and elsewhere, on eee 
plete surrender. shall be brought back to 
their country. Military law shall at once 
De replaced by a civil administration, but 
it is the desire of his majesty’s govern- 
ment as soon as circumstances will per- 
mit, to establish a representative govern- 
ment. the cessation of hostilities a 
high court, independent of the executive. 
shall be established to administer the 
laws. Land, church property, trusts and 
orphan funds shall be respected. The 
English and Dutch language shal] be 
taught in the public schools and allowed 
in the law courts. 

“The legal debts of the state to the 
amount of £1,000.000 shall ve paid, even if

Lord Kitchener’s replies to General 
Botha. Sir Alfred Milner adds that he 
agrees to the above except as to the de- 
sires for modifications regarding British 
subjects in Cape Colony and Natal in the 
Boer army, who, if they returned to those 
colonies, will be liable to be dealt with 
under the laws of those colonies passed 
to meet circumstances arising in war. He 
asked: 

“While I am willing to concede much 
in order to strengthen General Botha in 
inducing the people to submit, amnesty 
for the rebels is not, in my opinion, a 
point which his majesty’s government 
can afford to concede. I think it would 
have a deplorable effect upon Cape Colony 
and Natal to obtain peace by such a con- 
cession ? 


Mr. Chamberlain, in a reply dated 
March 6th, directs Lord Kitchener to 
modify the terms on a number of points. 
Eventually Lord Kitchener reported to 
the war office, under date of Pretoria, 
March 20th. that he had written General 


_ Botha the terms the government was pre- 


pared to adopt. These were the same as 
already given except in the following par- 
ticulars: 

“The government cannot undertake any 
liabilities regarding the debts of the late 
republics, but is prepared, as an act of 
grace, to set aside a.million pounds to re- 
pay the inhabitants for goods requlsition- 
ed by the republican governments. If the 
claims after adjustment exceed £1,000,000 
they are liable to reduction pro rata. The 

ffir franchise when given shall be so 
limited as to secure a just predominance 
of the white race. The legal position of 
the colored inhabitants will be similar 
to that now held by them in Cape Col- 
ony.”’ 

On March 16th Lord Kitchener received 
General Botha’s acknowledgment of the 
receipt of the letter. “I had advised my 
government,” wrote General Botha, “of 
your excellency’s letter, but after the mu- 
tual exchange of views in our interview 
at Middleberg, February 28th, it will cer- 
tainly not surprise your excellency to 
know that I do not feel disposed to 
recommend the terms of said letter, but 
they shall have the earnest consideration 
of my government. I may add that my 
government and my chief officers here en- 
tirely agree with my views.” 

Skirmishes a Daily Occurrence. 

Cape Town, March 22.—The Boer raid- 
ers in the eastern portion of Cape Colony 
are, with the exception of almost daily 
skirmighes, keeping out of the reach of 
the British. Colonel Scoville engaged 
Commandant Fouche and Commandant 
Malan near Blawakarwantz, March 20th. 
Three British were killed and four were 
wounded, and four Boers were killed, 
The numberof Boers wounded has not 
been ascertained. 

Commandant Kreitingzer has been 
marching steadily northward. It is of- 
ficilally reported that General DeWet’s 
commandoes have been broken up for the 
present. This is probably to give the men 
& rest. 

Prisoners at Bloemfontein. 

Bloemfontein, Orange River Colony, 
March 22.—Military operations in the 
southeastern part of the Orange River 
Colcny are progressing. Major Julien 
3yng has brought in 300 refugees, 16,000 
cattle and 40,000 sheep from the Wevener 
and Smithfield districts. Colonel Bethune 
has sent in seventeen prisoners from 
Thabanchu. Three hundred prisoners are 
now camped here. 


| BRYAN’S JAPANESE PROTEGE. 


He Lives with Them and Is Learn- 
ing Our Ways. 

New York Journal: A most interesting 
member of W. J. Bryan’s household is 
Yamma Yamashitta, who is mastering the 
American language and ways that he may 
help his people, the Japanese. He has 
found great difficulty in learning the 
language, but his natural intelligence and 
inherited pluck has enabled him to suc- 
ceed to even a larger extent than many 
native born. His mistakes become fewer 
every day, and consequently there are 
fewer and fewer outbursts of laughter in 
the Bryan family. His quaint expres- 
sions of th@ught have been a constant 
source of amusement to the Bryans. 
Yamma is giad when his oddities of 
speech cre explained to him, and he 
never repeats them. 

The yourg man’s ambition is to go 

back to Japan and do what he can in 
securing good government for the masses. 
He is a constant reader of the news, and 
has advanced ideas on civil government. 
He is a student in the ebraska uni- 
versity. 
Two years ago Mr. Bryan received a let- 
ter from Yamma saying that he intended 
to come to America and make his home 
with him. It is a Japanese custom that 
a child may adopt such parents as he 
sees fit, and Yamma, who was the son of 
a@ peasant, and had heard of and read of 
Mr. Bryan in connection with the 1895 
campaign, decided to adopt Mr. and Mrs. 
Eryan as his parents. Not knowing the 
American customs, he did not deem it 
necessary to consult them about it, and 
sc he pushed his preparations. 

Mr. Bryan mildly tried to dissuaie ths 
boy from coming, and, replying to a sec- 
ond letter from Yamma in Mr. Bryan's 
absence, Mrs. Bryan pictured the cold 
winters of Nebraska. 

All this was unavailing, and one winter 
morning, in answering the doorbell, the 
Bryans found the little foreigner on the 
threshold. He mustered up his English 
and said: “I have come.” Mr. and Mrs. 
Bryan surrendered unconditionally. 

Yamma has been given a home and has 
been treated as if he were one of the 
family. He is a great favorite with the 
children, who have delighted to teach him 
English, and Mrs. Bryan has givén him 
a mother’s care. When the family went 
south to Texas last winter Yamma could 
not be taken along, and he was very Icne- 
ly until they returned. 

Upon his introduction into their house- 
held the Bryans had some difficulty in 
pronouncing his name. Mrs. Bryan held 
out for a strict interpretation and called 
him “Ya-mah,’’ but Mr. Bryan adopted 
the more democratic and more easily pro- 
neunced name of “Yammy,” and the last 
name sticks to him. 

The Japanese boy was poorly supplicd 
with funds for his Journey—barely enough 
to carry him across the Pacific. Reach- 
ing San Francisco he became stranded 
and set about to earn money to pay his 
railroad fare. He had to work several 
months at such odd jobs as he could find 
before he had enough to take him the 
remainder of the trip, and the last: day 
or so of the journey ne had no food to eat. 
He carricd with him a sacred bird of 
Japan as a gift for Mrs. Bryan, and, al- 
though he could have disposed of this for 
money with which to buy food, he stout- 
ly clung to it until he reached Lincoln.

Interpellation in French Cham- 
bers Yesterday, 


MONOPOLIES ARE DENOUNCED 


Several Members Said the Penal 
Code Should Be Applied to 
Trusts and Those Corner- 
ing the Markets—The 
Debate and Vote. 


Paris, March 22.—In the chamber of dep- 
uties today, during the discussion of an 
interpellation regarding the sugar mo- 
nopoly, all the speakers denounced the 
trust and demanded that a more strict 
official control be exercised over the 
market. 

M, Alexandro Zevaes, socialist, contend- 
ed that the existence of monopolies prov- 
ed the necessity of nationalization, as de- 
manded by the socialists. 

M. Monis said the pena] code should 
be applied in established cases of corner- 
ing markets and declared himself ready 
to discuss a bill dealing with transactions 
for the account. 

A motion to appoint a commission to 
inquire into the sugar monopoly was re- 
jected by a vote of 328 to 214. 

A motion declaring that the chamber 
relied upon the government to prosecute 
vigorously by existing laws all fraudu- 
lent maneubers and monopolies, and 
would proceed to the early discussion of 
a bill dealing with transactions for the 
account, was adopted by a large ma- 
jority.

farmer’s work and results to other things in 
the farmer’s life. The writer is over sixty 
years of age. He, and all farmers know, that 
in boyhood and young manhood, in Georgia, 
on every farm, large or small, the crops of 
the farm were hogs, wheat, oats, rye, barley, 
flax potatoes (sweet and Irish), corn and 
cotton.

Twenty years have now 
since the great religious enterprise 
known as the Christian Undeavor 
movement was modestly launched by 
Dr. Francis E. Clark at Williston, 
Maine. When this distinguished di- 
vine first conceived the idea of this 
unique organization, hé never dared to 
dream of the world wide proportions 
into which it has since grown. Of 
course, he felt that the movement was 
reasonably certain of success, but if 
any one had predicted that before the 
end of the century the movement would 
have filled the globe or even covered 
the territory of the United States, he 
would have dismissed it as visionary 
and utopian. But truth is ofttimes 
more wonderful than fiction, and the 
record of the Christian Endeavor 
movement speaks for itself. 

In 1880 the organization consisted of 
only one society with fifty-seven mem- 
bers at Williston, Maine. Today it in- 
cludes 60,750 societies, with 3,500,000 
members; and besides covering every 
state in the union it covers every coun- 
try on the globe and almost every is- 
land of the sea. No better simile ex- 
pressive of the growth of this extraor- 
dinary organization can possibly. be 
imagined than the one presented in the 
spread of one of our western prairie 
fires. What effect the Christian En- 
deavor movement has had upon the

church it is difficult to say, though in 


view of the disciplinary character of 
the work it has done and the young 


enthusiasm it has furnished, it is safe 


to assume that its effect has been far 
reaching. ny 
But contemporaneous with the 
Christian Endeavor movement other 
organizations of like character have 
sprung into existence, such as the Ep- 
worth League, the Baptist Young Peo- 
ple’s Union, the Westminster League, 
and others which have enjoyed similar 
growth.

Dr. Morrison’s Eyes Opened. 

When the policy. of this government 
to- withdraw all unnecessary troops 
from China became clear there was a 
general cry from the foreigners at Pe- 
kin that this was unwise, foolish, and 
even cowardly. The United States was 
pictured as endeavoring to, escape her 
fair share of the responsibilities im- 
posed by the capture of Pekin, and 
there was no mincing of terms on the 
Indeed, unless our 
recollection is in error, our own minis- 
ter, Mr. Conger, was one of the critics. 

Certainly Dr. Morrison, the special 
commissioner of The London Times, 
was one. Dr. Morrison has been at Pe- 
kin a long time; was inside during the 
siege of the legations; endured all the 
anxieties and privations of that terri- 
ble experience, and it was probably but 
natural that he should have called for 
the continued presence of large armies 
and for wholesale punitive expeditions. 
He has been regarded as giving expres- 
sion, in his cables to The Times, of the 
legation feeling. His criticisms of the 
American policy have reeked with 
sneers. The withdrawal of our surplus 
troops did not. at all meet his approval.

I do not believe that by waiting we 
would get better terms from the next 
congress. Indépendence with some re- 
atrictions is preferrable tu a continuance 
of military rule, which would surely fol- 
low rejection of the Platt amendment. If 
the Americans want the Isle of Pines, I 
am in favor of giving it to them. I am 
also in favor of establishing coaling sta- 
tions on some of the keys or at some of 
the smal] ports, The presence of the au- 
thority of the United States will be a 
guarantee of our independence so far as 
exterior safety is concerned and will save 
us the enormous expense of maintaining 
an army and navy. 

General Sanguilly is right in his 
opinion that no better terms could be 
gotten from the next congress. Indeed, 
it is doubtful if any future terms would 
be as favorable to the Cubans. It was 
largely because of their belief that this 
amendment contained the best possible 
terms for the Cubans that Messrs. 
Teller and Money, who represented the 
minority in drafting the declaration 
for the committee on relations with 
Cuba, agreed with the majority mem- 
bers and made an unanimous report in 
favor of its adoption. | 

There is nothing in the action of con- 
gress to which the better elements of 
Cuba can enter objection. A few ex- 
tremists may cry out that there is in- 
fringement upon their rights, but these 
would object just as strongly to any- 
thing; and it is an encouraging indica- 
tion that the honest extremists are 
coming around all right when so prom- 
inent a leader of that crowd as General 
Sanguilly has come to see things in 
this favorable light

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The American Soldier. 

Several days ago in the British par- 
liament Lieutenant Colonel Arthur 
Hamilton Lee, of the British army. 
made the significant declaration that 
the American troops were superior to 
any in the world, not only in physique, 
but also in intelligence. 

When this remark was made, the 
British officer was not suffering from 
any mental excitement or nervous agi- 
tation. He had been with the United 
States army in Cuba during the war 
with Spain and he had subsequently 
been the military attache of the Brit- 
ish embassy in Washington; and con- 
sequently in giving his opinion of the 
American soldier he spoke with delib- 
erate emphasis. This tribute from the 
British officer is sustained, not only by 
the prowess which the American sol- 
dier has achieved in recent years, but 
also by the testimony of other disinter- 
ested critics on both sides of the water.

CHIEF JOYNER SAYS BUILD 
WATER SYSTEM FOR FUTURE 


Editor Constitution—I wish to commend 


water board to build for the future in its 
improvements of the water works system. 

It is on-the right line and if the work 
of laying our water works system had 
been, done originally with an eye to the 
futiire Atlanta, it would not now be nec- 
essary to tear up the mains already laid 
before proceeding with.further exten- 
sions. 

Atlanta should perfect her water works 
system, and if the direction of the ex- 
penditure of the $200,000 bond issue which 
has just passed was in my hands I would 
proceed to correct the system as it exists 
before extending mains to outlying dis- 
tricts. } 

I would continue the large thirty-inch 
main from North avenue, where it now 
ends, through the center of the city—say, 
through Marietta street; thence. continu- 
ing it out Decatur street to the Boule- 
vard. This would give a main thirty-inch 
artery from the water works, bisecting 
the city. 

Today the city has a thirty-inch main 
from the reservoir to North avenue, 
which drops to a twenty-four-inch main 
on North avenue and to a twenty-inch 
main on Marietta street, near Johns 
street. From the Southern Agricultura) 
works at Johns street to the center of the 
city there is only a six-inch pipe, which 
is absolutely inadequate. 

I am convinced that all pipes less than 
eight inches in diameter on main streets 
should be taken up and only used in out- 
large mains 
to supply side streets. For instance, 
Pryor and Washington streets should be 
equipped with eight or ten-inch pipes; 
then the six-inch pipes now there could 
be used to supply water on the few 
blocks of side streets between them—at 
no point more than three blocks. 

Whitehall street, with millions of dol- 
lars worth of property, now has a six- 
inch main. This is entirely insufficient. 
I would connect with the thirty-inch 
main at Beerman’s corner a twenty-inch 
pipe to supply Whitehall street to the 
junction of Forsyth. From there to the 
railroad a sixteen-inch pipe should be 
laid and West End can be supplied with 
a twelve-incnh pipe. 

Atlanta has the smallest fire depart- 
ment of any city in the country of 100,000 


‘ 


The Constitution's editorial urging the 


inhabitants; but I would not exchange 
my department for that of other cities 
many times the size of Atlanta, for my 
department is one of the best equipped 
in the country. I have endeavored td 
perfect the department as it grew and 
this is what should have been done with 
the water works. 

The money to be derived from the sale 
of the bonds recently authorized should 
be used—at least a part of it—to perfect 
the existing system, keeping in view al- 
ways the future growth of the city. The 
mains should be laid not alone with the 
idea of supplying the Atlanta of today, 
but with “an eye to the future."” Atlanta 
has passed the limit of Marthasville and 
is. now a metropolitan city as well as a 
growing one. We must now lay mains 
with the intention of supplying a city of 
300,000 inhabitants. 

There are many manufacturing centers 
around Atlanta in which from one to two 
htindred thousand dollars is invested and 
from two to five hundred men are em- 
ployed, where in case of fire I could only 
put one engine to work, for the simple 
reason that one engine will suck a six- 
inch main dry and if my whole equip- 
ment of engines were on the spot they 
would be useless. If the city does not 
begin the work of improvement from the 
ground up, replacing the inefficient mains 
with others of larger diameter, it will 
in five years be in the same strait that 
it is today. 

The water works system should be con- 
structed on the same principle as the 
human body. From the heart as a reser- 


| voir the blood is distributed to all parts 


of the human system by means of arte- 
ries, large or smal] in proportion to the 
territory they supply and gradually ta- 
pering as they near the surface and the 
extremeties of the body. This is the 
same principle that should be followed 
in laying the water pipes. Large mains 
should be laid through the center of the 
city, tapering off to smaller pipes in the 
outlying districts. It is ridiculous to ex- 
pect a six-inch pipe to feed a twelve-inch 
main; but that is the condition of the 
water works system at present. 

Let us not make any mistake this time, 
but construct the new system with the 
view of supplying not only the needs of 


the present, but of the future.

Hon. Fleming G. duBignon, of Savan- 
nah, and Senator A. 8S. Clay were in the 
city yesterday, and both called on Govern- 
or Candler yesterday afternoon.

This 
trip is looked on as an excellent oppor- 
tunity for Colonel Brown to string his 
wires and get his fences in shape for his 
race for the governorship. \ 

“No better opportunity could be aff rd- 
ed a gubernatorial candidate,”’ remarked 
an official at the capitol yesterday, ‘“‘and 
I believe Colonel Brown will make the 
most of it. He will have a splendid op- 
portunity to shake hands and become 
acquainted with the people and he will 
of course take advantage of it. It really 
looks as if he is going to begin his cam- 
paign in this way.” 

According to several of his personal 
friends, Colonel Brown has had his eye 
on the governorship for a long time. It 
was several years ago that one of them 
asked him why he did not run for congress 
or go out for some other office of im- 
portance. 

“T do not care for any of those offices,’’ 
he is said to have replied. “It is my 
ambition to be goverfior of Georgia. That 
is the only office I care for and it is the 
only one I shall seek.”

Before and 
since he decided to enter the race he 
stated that he was not influenced by the 
pecuniary value of the office, but it was 
the governorship he wanted, and as he 
put it, “I feel as if it were now or never.”’

STATE USES PROPERTY FUND ~ 
FOR PURPOSES OF “KITING” 


HERE has been much talk recently 

of the half million dollars, or to be 

exact, the $432,700 in the state treas- 
ury, known as the public property fund. 
It has played a prominent part in depot 
discussions and in talks about pay for 
teachers and settling pension bills. It has 
been the subject of legal opinions from 
the attorney general and others, so tempt- 
ing has it been to the legislators who, re- 
garding it as money lying idle, can see 
many things for which they would like 
to spend it. Like Tantalus, however, they 
are close to the water but cannot quench 
their thirst, for the protection of the con- 
stitution is around that fund’ and it can 
only be used to pay off part of the public 
debt or the interest upon it. 

As a mattef of fact, however, that fund 
is doing the people of Georgia more good 
where it is now than it could perhaps do 
by being expended for any purpose. By 
the use to which it is put through a pecu- 
liar process it is saving to the people just 
that much in taxes which they would 
“have to pay in the event even that it were 
used for the purpose for which the con- 
stitution provides. 

It is, to use a commercial phrase, the 
state’s “kiting’’ fund. In other words, 
the state borrows from this fund in the 
spring and pays back to it when taxes are 
collected in December. 

The law permits the state treasurer to 
borrow from any fund in the treasury 
money for the payment of school teach- 
ers, but for no other purpose. This public 
property fund is the only fumd of any 
consequence in the treasury which can be 
used in this way. The consequence is it 
is borrowed in the spring to pay the 
teachers the two months’ salary which 
they are paid at thatitime, and when the 
taxes are collected in December it is re- 
placed. This process has been employed 
ever since the plan of paying the teachers 
by the month was adopted.

Then the 
problem of continuing to pay the teachers 
in the spring has got to be faced, for they 
will demand it.. It is a question that in- 
volves some study, and Attorney Genera) 
Terrell has suggested that the difficulty 
might be met by changing the school 
year, making it from July 1st to June 30th 
instead of January lst to December 31st 
as at present, 

This public property fund was derived 
from nimerous sources, the first big 
item added to it being from the sale of 
the old capitol property. It has been in 
existence since 1889, and the largest accre- 
tion tt has ever had came from the sale 
of the Northeastern railroad. Any propo- 
sition to dispose of it will doubtless be 
fought hard by tfie teachers, unless some 
arrangement is made at the same time to 
continue their payments as at present.

Companies K and L Preparing for 
Departure. 


THE DATE IS NOT YET FIXED 


Understanding Among Men at the 
Post Is That They Will Go 
from Manila to China. 


It is probable that companies K and I, 
of the Eleventh infantry at Fort McPher- 
son, under orders to move, are to be sent 
to China. The orders received from the 
war department specify that the two 
companies shall proceed to Manila, but it 
is the impression at the post that the 
soldiers are to be sent from the Philip- 
pines to China. 

The theory advanced to substantiate 
this belief is that the rainy season is now 
on in the Philippines and It is not thought 
that the government would desire to send 
troops to the islands until the weather 
will permit of operations. The exact date 
of the departure of the two companies is 
not yet known. A special order from the 
war department recently named March 
2th. but since that time it is understood 
that a telegraphic dispatch has been re- 
ceived fixing another date. 

The soldiers are busily engaged in pack- 
ing their effects and in completing ar- 
rangements for the journey and the com- 
panies will be fully equipped and ready 
for service in a short time. A number 
of guns and tents and a large quantity of 
ammunition has been received and the re- 
mainder of the equipment will vrobably 
atrive in a few days. -

THE TRADE SITUATION. 


New York, March 22.—Bradstreet’s tomor- 
row will say: 

Trade is still active, though perhaps not so 
buoyant as in weeks past, partly owing to the 
natural subsidence of the spring demand at 
wholesale ard partly because of the interrup- 
tion to demand and shipments by snow and rain 
storms in the northern half of the country. 
From the south the first distinctly unfavorable 
advices received for some time past come 
as a result of the heavy and continued decline 
in the price of cotton. Trade comparisons 
with earlier years favor the present season, as 
may be gathered from the exceptionally good 
railway earnings, returns and the enormous 
increase in clearings, some of which are no 
doubt explained by the preparations for large 
financial operations and the bullish specula- 
tions in stocks, which has resulted in new 
price records for many securities. Southwest- 
ern advices are especially cheerful, and farmers 
in that section hope to repeat or even improve 
upon the good results of last year. 

Textiles are stil} the sore spot in the trade 
situation. Cotton is 4c lower on the week, 2%c 
below the top of the rise last year and | %c 
below a year ago. For the first time in months 
the southern trade advices are depressed. Cot- 
ton goods are depressed and price cutting is 
the rule, but signs of improvement are to be 
found in the agreement of Fall River mills to 
run half time for the mext two months and 
thus keep 500,000 pieces of print cloths off 
the market. 

Wool strengthens as cotton weakens. Old 
lots of wool are well closed out at Boston. 
Prices are no higher, but cut prices are no 
longer cvident. 

Silk goods are the best situated of all and 
the raw silk market is healthy. 

Iron and steel are strong and even buoyant, 
but, as in times past, the western trade dis- 
plays the greatest activity and the most 
strength, while eastern markets have rather 
lagged behind. Chicago and Pittsburg display 
great animation, and central western mills are 
crowded with orders. Furnaces are sold ahead 
to July Ist, «and prompt déliveries command 
a premtum. This week's coke production is the 
largest of the year, and higher prices are pre- 
dicted. Ore will not sell much lower, the buy- 
ing of the leading mines by the great steel 
combination being a supporting feature. Ex- 
port business is quiet, but enterprising Amer- 
icans are still securing fair orders for finish- 
ed material, notably rails and structural work. 
The other metals are fairly steady, except 
tin, which is slightly lower 

War talk induced some short covering in 
wheat this week, and flour strengthened on 
better demand, but cro» reports were in the 
main favorable. 

Corn has been in good export demand, but 
is held down by increases in supplies, weather 
at the weet keeping good. 

The strength of hog products and higher 
prices for live hogs has resulted in talk of a 
corner being worked in May delivery at Chi- 
cago. Present prices are the best recorded for 
years past. 

Sugar has shown some recuperative strength, 
and a fractional gain is noted after the late 
marked decline. 

Returns from sample orders of shoes are 
coming in in good numbers at Boston and help 
to dispel whatever uncertainty may have ex- 
isted among manufacturers as to the outlook. 
Shipments are increasing, those for this week 
exceeding last week and a year ago, though 
still nearly 10 per cent below a year ggo for 
the season. 

Heavy leathers are in good demand at all 
markets and light weight, though quieter, are 
not accumulating. Finished splits are up 
%c to meet the advance in rough goods of six 
weeks ago. Kangaroo finished are strong. 
Export demand is strong, though not equal 
to a year ago. Green hides are weak, but skins 
are in good demand. 

Wheat, including flour, shipments for the 
week aggregate 3,256.644 bushels, against 
4.693.939 bushels last week, 2,903,495 bush- 
els in the corresponding week of 1900. 3.746 - 
76! in 1899 and 3,896.3!18 ip 1898. From 
July tst to date this season wheat exports are 
146.628.1000 bushels, against 144,220,301 last 
season and 180,975,502 in 1898-99. 

Corn exports for the week aggregate 2,605,- 
084 bushels, against 3.246.575 last week, 
3,123,818 in this week a year'ago, 3,699.- 
629 in 1899 and 4,496,257 bushels in (898. 
From July ist to date this season corn ex- 
porte are 141,965,219 bushels, against 152,- 
657.977 last season and 125,153,576 in 
1898-99. P

Dun’s Review. 

New York, March 22.—R. G. Dun & Co.'s 
Weekly Review of Trade ‘tomorrow will say: 

The position of general business is satis- 
factory, being marked this week by increased 
activity of reta:l operations throughout the 
west and in some Atlantic seaboard cities, 
which is conaidered the forerunner of a —, 
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refiected in the largest demand for many 
months for builders’ hardware and general ma- 
terials, and contracts for prompt delivery of 
all structural goods are very difficult to 
place. Collections are prompt and railroad 
tonnage is well maintained. Parnings of all 
railroads for the month of March to date 
show a gain of 10.8 per cent over last year 
and 36 per cent over 1899. The gains extend 
to practically the whole country 

The textile industry alone does not improve. 
Short time has been adopted by Fall River 
cotton mille, and there are reports that some 
of the southern weaving mills are about to 
curtail production, but this has been without 
special effect upon demand for either print 
cloths or heavy brown cottons. 

Quotations for pig iron and finished steel tend 
toward a higher level. There is still the 
wholesome element o. conservatism, which pre- 
vents violent fluctuations and keeps the ad- 
vance at moderate rate, but the tendency of the 
market is undeniably toward better things. 
The most conspicuous strength is apparent In 
Bessemer pig. which now commands $17 at 
Pittsbure, thile steel billets have sold at 
$24 and higher, carbon billets reached $30. 
Steel bars are $! per ton higher and structural 
shapes are firmly maintaired with every @x- 
pectation of an advance. While these quota- 
tions show moderate gains, much higher rates 
are paid for immediate detivery and in small 
amounts. <A short time ago it was expected 
that new ore prices would be much lower, 
but the remarkable strength of products will 
tend to sustain values of the raw material. 
Among the minor metals further depression in 
tin was the feature. 

The amount of cotton coming forward at the 
south indicates that plantation stocks are By 
no means exhausted, and preparations for the 
new crop promise an enormous acreage. From 
the top point of the session the price has 
fallen $18.45 a bale, and the only apparent 
element of strength at present is the oversold 
condition of the speculative market. 

Footwear isc firmly maintained. for staple 
lines, although high-priced grades are easfer. 
Scme decrease in demand does not disturb pro- 
duction, as factories are busy on contracts 
that will require months to fill. Orderge for 
boots have exceeded lant year’s to date, with 
trade most active at the south. Buyers who re- 
cently left Boston are now sending in orders 
freely. Especial activity is noticed in the 
local market for patent and enamel shoes. 
Leather is in good denm:and, particularly for 
sole, but quotations are unchanged, although 
stocks are light. Hides at Chicago have de- 
clined almost -teadily for two months, the net 
fall in the average of ten grades amounting to 
7.2 per cent. Despite the weakness in do- 
restic lHnes, foreign hides are tending up- 
ward. 

Special reports telegraphed to Dun’s Review 
this week indicate that the winter whest crop 
is in good condition, and an unusually heavy 
acreage was planted at the southwest, while 
ravages by Hessian fly have been exaggerated.

CLINGS TO CAT’S TAIL. 


Boy’s Life Is Saved by the Animal 
He Took to the River. 
Baltimore American: Genevieve was 
her name—Genevieve Wilezvarski—and 
she was condemned to die yesterday. A 
cat with such a name should have been 
entitled to a pension in her old age, 
especially when she was a grandmother, 
great-grandmother and great-great-grand- 
mother, and had hundreds of nephews

By the time he 
reached the foot of Blanche street.the 
old cat had got her good eye to a peep- 
hole to reconnoiter.

Consolidation—or, to define the situation 
in exact terms, the proposed offensive 
and defensive alliance between the Atlan- 
ta Railway and Power Company and the 
Atlanta Rapid Transit Company—was an 


‘absorbing topic of conversation yester- 


day. 

And small wonder that the expectant 
taxpayers talked. Aside from active ru- 
mors and speculation, which have as- 
sumed the most surprising proportions 
during the past few days, there is enough 
in the surface and well-known facts to 
cause the hopes of those who fondly 
dreamed of eventual competition in street 
railways and electric lighting to take a 
tumble. To paraphrase a well-known 
saying, ‘You can fool all the people part 
of the time, and some of the people all 
the time,"’ but if you area street railway 


.magnate and work for years to get a 


franchise, and then, when the franchise 
is in your very grasp and you can have it 
for the asking, you suddenly forget that 
you ever wanted it, you can fool no one 
but a fool! Happily, Atlanta is inhabited 
by thinking people, given to putting two 
and two together. The rushing trolley 
car may throw an atom or two of dust 
‘in their eyes, as it whizzes past, but they 
are not so blinded as not to be able to 
see an arc light and to know the name of 
the company that furnishes it! 

In the year of Our Lord 1901, competi- 
tion in electric lights and street railways 
seems to be but a fitful dream of the past 
—a dream founded on the spectacular 
warfare of opposing companies, a brist- 
ling array of lusty-lunged lawyers, a 
daily surfeit of newspaper cards and a 
general feeling of unrest and apprehen- 
sion that something was going to hap- 
pen. 

Something did happen, but it was not 
the expected. 

“Competition’’ was an excellent battle 
cry,-so far as the home folk were con- 
cerned, but its echo didn’t amount to a 
whimpering whisper by the time it reach- 
ed the money markets of the east. The 
real fig&sres in the present game of bluff— 
the eastern capitalists—are an unsenti- 
mental lot who argue well from cause 
to effect. Competition, they contended, 
meant a fight; a fight meant the expendi- 
ture of money—their money. So the fight 
was called off, the white flag of truce 
hoisted and the deluded public left to 
pay the freight! 

It was a merry warfare as long as it 
lasted—this battle of unhappy memory 
between the Atlanta Railway and Power 
Company and the Atlanta Rapid Transit 
Company—and aside from the real object 
that the public hoped would be attained, 
it seemed a pity that something definite 
was not reached. As it is, the whole af- 
fair resembles an abbreviated farce com- 
edy with the actors on a strike before the 
final curtain was lowered. In justice to 
the local actors in the mimic warfare, 
it is only fair to say that they simulated 
seriousness in a rare degree. Perhaps 
they really were serious. But when the 
wires were pulled in the east the effect 
was instantaneous. Knives were sheathed, 
fountain pens were tossed aside, lawvers’ 
mouths were stopped and stilled, and si- 
lence—ominous for the tax payers—set- 
tled down on the scene. 

That silence can mean but one thing— 
five-cent fares and the usual rate for 
electric lights.

T BURY PAUPERS CHEAPLY 


Oakview Cemetery Will Make Con- 
tract at $1.50 Per Day. 


THIS PRICE IS FOR NEGROES 


City To Make Arrangements for 
This Class of Funerals for 
the Year. 
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At a méeting of the city commitee on 
hospital and charities, yesterday at 
noon, it was practically decided to ac- 
cept the bid of the owners of the Oak- 
view cemetery to bury negro paupers at 
$1.50 per body. 

City Warden Hunter stated that he had 
visited the cemetery, which is near Sims 
crossing, on the river line. He recom- 
mended that the proposition be accepted. 
It is probable that in the next few days’ 
Chairman Longino and other members of 
the committee will visit the place. 

The present arrangement with. the own- 
ers of the cemetery on the McDonough 
road will expire on the first of next 
month. Some weeks ago the trustees of 
that cemetery notified the committee that 
in future the city would have to pay $2 
per body or they would not renew the 
contract. 

The city warden was instructed to take 
the matter up with the cemetery trustees 
and if possible arrange a better rate. He 
stated yesterday that he had been unable 
to get the trustees to make a new con- 
tract for the year for less than $2. Other 
matters that were to have been taken 
up by the committee were deferred un- 
til another session, to be held before the 
next meeting of council. 
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would be but the re-telling of a twice 
told tale that has grown tiresome. Yet 
the story has sufficient elements of in- 
terest to permit of a few of the facts. 
Not more than eight weeks ago the At- 
lanta Railway and Power Company 
wanted an electric lighting franchise and 
was fighting hard to get it. The Georgia 
Electric Light Company, whose officers 
and stockholders are also officers and 
stockholders in the Atlanta Rapid Tran- 
sit Company, were fighting hard to keep 
them from getting it. Incidentally the 
Atlanta Rapid Transit Company was fil- 
ing numerous applications for street rail- 
way franchises. Coincidently the Atlan- 
ta Railway and Power Company was fil- 
ing a weekly batch of injunction suits 
whenever one of these franchises was 
granted. Things were red-hot. Battal- 
ions of lawyers representing the two 
companies attended each meeting of coun- 
cil. Committee meetings were the scenes 
of heated argument. The newspapers 
teemed with voluminous cards and edi- 
torials. The public sat in expectancy, 
hoping for the best but fearing the worst. 
After long delays council passed up an 
electric light franchise and it was sent 
to the -aldermanic board for ratification. 

It was at this point that the situation 
changed. Up to this time the Atlanta 
Railway and Power Company had fought 
vigorously. They contended that the city 
was in the clutches of a monopoly, and 
promised if a franchise were giv- 
en them to supply lights at a 
decreased cost to the city and to 
the commercial consumer as weil. The 
public, with this expectation in view, had 
been behind the Atlanta Railway and 
Power Company. No sooner, however, 
was the franchise in the hands of the al- 
dermanic board than the power company 
displayed a singular lack of interest. 
The franchise was not acted on. Later it 
was postponed indefinitely, and since that 
time no effort has been made to secure 
action on it. 

To a thinking public this one circum- 
stance can mean but one thing—that the 
fight is at an end. For it is an assured 
fact that such a franchise is none the 
less valuable today than it was a few 
weeks ago. 

Coincident with this failure on the part 
of the aldermanic board to act, came a 
meeting of the bondholders of the rival 
companies in New York. From the date 
of that meeting ‘‘competition’’ became a 
hollow cry. 

The situation at present seems to be 
simply this: That the Atlanta Railway 
and Power Company has relinquished its 
demand for a lighting plant and ceased 
to file injunction suits, w':ile the Georgia 
Electric Light Company will maintain its 
lighting monopoly, and the Atlanta Rap- 
id Transit Company declines to apply for 
more street railway franchises. Such a 
mutual! concession, while having the ef- 
fect of a consolidation so far as the pub- 
lic is concerned, would not subject the 
rival corporations to the 6 per cent in- 
come tax. In a word, the price of lights 
will not be lowered and three-cent fares 
is a glittering dream, too attractive to 
be true. 

In the meantime, while the street rail- 
way companies are at peace and the pub- 
lic ig settling itself down to the convic- 
tion that it has been toyed with, the 
members of council who championed the 
cause of ‘“‘competition’’ are being ques- 
tioned and importuned because of their 
inactivity. But what can the poor fel- 
lows do? They can’t force a company 
to take that which it does not want. They 
are as powerless as the public. 

Out of the gloom of the present situa- 
tion the only ray of light is the prospect 
of an independent company which will 
enter the field and make. competition 
something more than a mere figure of 
speech. Such a company is now being 
strongly talked of, and active steps to- 
ward its formation may be taken in a 
few days.

They Should Do So, 


HE GIVES = HIS REASONS 


Water Board Publicly Thanks, by 
Resolution, All Who Worked 
and Voted for the Issue 
of the Water Bonds on 
Election Day. 


“Atianta’s water bond issue of $200,000 
ought to bring 12 per cent above par,” 
declared Judge George Hillyer, president 
of the board of water commissioners, yes- 
terday morning. 

“Several days ago,’ he continued, ‘“‘the 
city of Louisville sold an issue of $600,000 
of 3% per cent bonds for 108. The public 
debt of that city, including this issue of 
bonds, amounts to $10,000,000. 

“This information is thoroughly  re- 
liable, the figures being gained from gov- 
ernment statistics. Atlanta's credit is 
every bit as good as that of Louisville, 
and if that city can float 3% per cent 
bonds at 108 I see no reason why Atlanta 
cannot sell her $200,000 issue of a similar 
denomination at more than the premium 
secured by Louisville. 

“Atlanta’s public debt, including the 
new issue of water bonds, is, $3,127,000, 
which is about one-third of the debt of 
the city of Louisville. This city is con- 
stantly building up and is rapidly in- 
creasing in wealth. IT shall be very much 
surprised if our bonds fail to bring a very 
handsome premium.’’ 

During the morning a conference was 
held in the mayor's office, Councilman 
Rawson, chairman of the finance commit- 
tee of council: City Comptroller Gold- 
semith and Mayor Mims oeing present. 
The water bond issue was discusséd at 
some length and it was fully agreed that 
the bonds should bring a good premium 
above par. 

Friends of Bonds Thanked. 

At a meeting of the board of water 
commissioners yesterday afternoon reso- 
lutions thanking the friends of the bonds 
for their successful efforis in behalf of 
the issue during the election last Wednes- 
day, were adopted. The press of the city 
was also thanked. 

The resolutjon was introduced by Presi- 
dent George Hillyer and was adopted by 
a rising vote of the gentlemen composing 
the water board. Judge Hillyer asked 
Commissioner Bloodworth to occupy the 
president’s chair for a few moments, 
With a few appropriate remarks he then 
proposed the resolution. 

It was as follows: 

‘Resolved. That, in the upinion of this 
board, knowing the facts as they trans- 
pited. the thanks of the public are due to 
all persons, and’ especially to the citizens’ 
committee and the ward committees, and 
to the daily press of the city without ex- 
ception, and to the bright young men 
representing the three daily papers for 
their most diligent, faithful, unselfish and 
effective work for the public good in the 
recent bond election ordered by the mayor 
and general council: and this board feels 
called upon to make, in tlils manner, pub- 
lic acknowledgment of the same, and 
thereby directs that this action be spread 
on the minutes and furnished the city 
papers for publication.” 

After this resolution had been adopted 
Commissioner Bloodworth said that the 
board should go to work as soon as pos- 
sible and find out what sizes of pipe were 
needed and the lowest price for desirable 
materia). He stated that in his opinion 
no time should be lost in settling this all 
important matter. 

“T am informed,”’ said he, ‘that iron 
ore and pig iron have inefeased in price 
within the past year and it Is very neces- 
sary that we should make contracts for 
pipe while we can secure it at a fair 
price. We ®ught to have all the details 
settled so that as soon as the bonds are 
sold the board can let the contracts and 
begin to receive the pipe as soon as it is 
manufactured.’’ 

The other members of the board agreed 
with the suggestions offered by Commis- 
sioner Bloodworth and it Is probabie that 
these matters will be taken up at a verv 
early date. As one of the members of 
the board expressed it, it is probable that 
the matter will require attention both 
day and night before any contracts are 
awarded. 

The commissioners seem to think that it 
will be several months at least before the 
bonds are in shape to be disposed of. 
Commissioner Peters was of the opinion 
that conditional bids for pipe could be 
advertised for and received about June 
ist, while the bonds could be dated July 
ist. x

Major General and Division Commandsr 
“iement <A. Evans, of the Georgia 
division, United Confederate Veterans, 
will send to all the Georgia’ camps today 
his order calling attention to the coming 
reunion, the eleventh annual reunion, of 
the United Confederate Veterans, -at 
Memphis, Tenn., on May 2th, 2th and 
30th. + 

This order directs all the camps to 
select delegates to the reunion, and where 
the camps fall to do so the commenders 
are empowered t» appoint them. It also 
states that each canip has the 
privilege of choosing a camp sponsor, 
and each brigade commander the privilege 
of choosing a brigade sponsor. but this 
privilege is given ‘‘with the distinct under- 
standing,” as ia stated in the order, ‘‘that 
the reunion committee wil! entertain the 
sponsor and one maid of honor,"’ from 
division, department and general head- 
quarters.

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IN FIFTH REGIMENT 


Louaves’ Trouble Leads to Im- 
portant Order from Woodward, 


MAJOR NOW A FIGUREHEAD 


Battalion Administration Has Been 
Discontinued in the Regiment. 
Military Advisory Board To 
Take Up Case of Zou- 
aves Today. 


Battalion administration in the Fifth 
regiment infantry has been discontinued. 
Colonel Park Woodward has issued an 
order to that effect, and yesterday an 
order was issued from the office of Ad- 
jutant General Robertson, by direction 
of the governor, which may be considered 
an indorsement of Colonel Woodward's 
order. 

This new order means that company 
officers will hereafter report to the colo- 
nel commanding direct, and not as here- 
tofore, through the majors of battalions. 

The change in admfnistration in the 
regiment, by which, it appears, the major 
has been made largely a figure-head, is 
said to be the outgrowth of the friction 
caused by the course pursued with refer- 
ence to the Atlanta Zouaves, company 
A, which company will be the subject of 
investigation before the military ad- 
visory board, which will hold an executive 
session at the capitol this morning. 

According to the report current at the 
capitol Lieutenant Kershaw, of the At- 
lanta Zouaves, some time after the dis- 
missal of Captain E. E. Aldred by court- 
martial, sent a communication to Colo- 
nel Woodward throvgh Major J. Van 
Holt Nash, asking for an election. It is 
said Maior Nash indorsed the communi- 
cation and returned it. A second com- 
munication from Lieutenant Kershaw is 
said to have been treated likewise. Par- 
agraph 132 of the state military regula- 
tions says: 

“All communications, whether from 
a subordinate to a superior or vice versa, 
must pass through intermediate com- 
manders. The same rule governs ver- 
bal applications; thus, a lieutenant will 
obtain the sanction of his captain before 
applying for indulgence to a higher com- 
mander.’’ 


Colonel Woodward’s Order. 

Paragraph 133 of the same regulations 
requires commanding officers to forward 
promptly all communications so received, 
if addressed to a higher authority. This, 
it is stated, Mator Nash failed to do. It 
is stated that this and other incidents in 
connection with the command of the reg- 
iment caused the following order to be 
issued by Colonel Woodward: 

Headquarters Fifth Regiment Infantry, Geor- 
gia State Troops, Atlanta, March 21, 190!1.— 
General Ordera No. 8. 

Battalion administration, prescribed in gen- 
eral orders No. 15, August 22, 1900, having 
proved unsatisfactory to the commanding of- 
ficer, is hereby abolished as of the date at the 
beginning of this order. 

Correspondence will be conducted as prescrib- 
ed in ‘‘Regulations for the government of the 
volunteer forces of the state of Georgia,’’ and 
subsequent orders and circulars, issued by di- 
rection of the governor, through his adjutant 
general. 

All prescribed reports will be made direct to 
these headquarters, and must be received by 
the {Oth of the month following the date on 
which they are due.

may be reorganized. While certain in- 
fluences are said to have been working 
in behalf of a Marietta company in case 
of the disbandment of the Zouaves, they 
are not of sufficient moment to consider.

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BOARD INVITES PETITIONS 


Commissioners Wish To Know Who 
Want Pipes. 


AIL TO BE RECONSIDERED 


Those Who Formeriy Filed Appres- 
tions Are Requested To 
Renew Requests. 


Now that the water bonds have become 
a certainty the water board proposes to 
invite applications for pipe from citizens 
section of the city where water 
is needed. For four of five years past ap- 
plications have been accumulating in the 
water board office, but could not be satis- 
fied because the board did not have the 
money with which to provide the pip@y 

At a meeting the board yesterday 
afternoon Commissioner E. C. Peters in- 
troduced a resolution, which was unan- 
Imously adopted, to the effect that all] 
persons in the city desiring water in front 
of their residences be requested to send 
in new petitions to Secretary Dimmock, 
the petitions to be referred to the pipe 
commitee for consideration. 

This applies particularly to those whe 
have already sent in petitions. It is the 
intention of the board to find out all who 
want pipes, that every petition may be 
acted upon, so that when the pipe is con- 
tracted for the work ahead of the board 
will be practically mapped out before 
hand. 

Commissioner Peters’s resolution is as 
follows:

Whereas, in view of the fact that many of 
the petitions for the laying cf water pipe have 
remained on file for years unacted on for want 
of funds and meantime changed conditions have 
occurred, both as to streets named therein and 
as to other stre*ts from which no petitions have 
been presented, only because th: residents on 
the same knew this department had not the 
means to supply them, and 

Whereas, the favorable reaiit of the recent 
bond election supplies in great part the much 
needed wants, therefore 

Resolved first, That all persons tn the city, 
desiring water pipe in front of their residences, 
be requested to prepare and send in new_peti- 
tions therefor, upon the blinks to be fuPff phed 
when applied for at the secretary's office, and 
that the same be referred to the pipe com#mit- 
tee as fast as received. 

Second, That said committee, in the Hgeht 
of said petitions and in view of the whole 
situation, considering both water supply to the 
homes of the people where heretofore deprived 
of it, and consiiering also the best attainable 
fire protection for the whole city, mature and 
present to the board, without waiting for the 
sale of the bonds, a plan, as comprehensive as 
may be, for the expenditure of the fund in 
question; to the end that bids may be called for 
and everything made ready to enter upon the 
work without delay, 48 soon as said fund, by 
final action of the city council, shall have be- 
come available for the purpose. 

To Consider New Hydrants. 

During the meeting of the board Presl- 
dent Hillyer called attention to the fact 
that there might possibly be some im- 
proved fire hydrants and water meters in 
the market, and suggested that the board 
look into this matter. Commissioner Pe- 
ters suggested that the matter be taken 
up jointly by the pipe and finance com- 
mittees. This idea was adopted by the 
board. 

The meeting was held for the express 
purpose of opening bids for material to 
be used by the water works department. 

The only bid accepted by the board yes- 
terday was that of Venable Bros. for the 
coping for the foundations of the new 
pump at the river station. Their bid was 
$560. 

May Cut Down Force. 

A list of the employees of the water 
works department will be furnished the 
finance committee and it may be that 
one or more vacancies may be declared. 
The matter came up when it was sug- 
gested that the services of one of the 
watchmen at the pumping station could 
be dispensed with. It seems that during 
the Cotton States and International expo- 
sition a day watchman was taken on 
temporarily to look after the station, and 
has been employed ever since.

‘On an advance of 4@9 points on futures at 
Liverpool. For a time the trade here has 
Deen looking for such a turn in the foreign 
market until many had become discouraged; 
#0 that the trade was hardly prepared for 
the uplift that Liverpool furnished. The re- 
sponse, however, was immediate. All classes 
of traders bought, chiefly the shorts, with 
New Orleans a leading factor. The buying 
included orders from the south for covering: 
short contracts rather than on investment ac- 
count, although investment orders were gen- 
erally of a better class than seen here for a 
ong time past. During the forenoon the bear 
contingent resorted to their hitherto profita- 
dle practice of selling on ‘‘bulges,’’ but they 
failed to cause a reaction. Later the local 
shorts covered industriously. Local sentiment 
remained more bullish than bearish. All class- 
es of traders admitted that much depends up- 
on tomorrow's cables. During the latter part 
‘of the session, therefore, trading was of a 
conservative order. 


Spot Cotton Quotations. 


New Orleans, March 22.—The market for spot 
cotton was very much steadier under the in- 
fluence of the marked improvement, both in 
tone and prices, at Liverpool. The responsive 
advance in contract values on this side was 
hardly commensurate with the advance in the 
English market. Factors are asking higher 
figures for their holdings, and showing less 
anxiety to sell, while buyers are still inclined 
to hold off to some extent in anticipation of 
another break in prices, an anticipation pre- 
dicted largely upon belief in a continued free 
movement of the staple into sight. The salés 
today were 4,500 bales, including 800 to 
arrive. The cotton exchange committe@ re- 
vised quotations, raising low middling 1-16 
and middling and good middling %c each. 

There was considerable activity in the mar- 
ket for contracts for the future delivery of 
cotton during the early hours today, at least 
in so far as trading in May and July engag:e- 
ments were concerned. And by way of variety, 
the long element heard the first call hammer 
fall upon a stiff advance in prices. This was 
a denoument fully expected last evening when 
it was ascertained beyond question that Eng- 
Jand and Russia had patched up their squab- 
ble in China. Liverpool opened in a hopeful 
mood this morning with prices advanced 3-32d 
on spot and 3-64d to 5-64d on deliveries, 
forced the figure higher throughout the day 
and finally closed with gains in contract val- 
ues of 4-64 to 9-64d, the greatest improve- 
ment showing on the near months. New 
York responded with first call advances of 
10 to 20 points, and this market, with greater 
steadiness, showed opening gains of |! to 
14 points on the several positions. The mar- 
ket was fairly steady throughout the day, and 
at the close showed net gains of |I0 to 2/ 
points,

Dr. Jarnagin Will Call at the Mar- 
shal’s Office Today—Dr. B. W. 
Bizzell Was Not Seen. 


Because the city attorney has held that 
the payment was illegal, Drs. B. W. Biz- 
zelland W. C. Jarnagin, of the city board 
of health, are asked to return the aggre- 
gate sum of $885 which had been paid to 
them out of the. city treasury for profes- 
sional services in attending contagious 
diseasé cases. 

Dr. Bizzell is asked to pay back $195 
and Dr. Jarnagin is asked to return a 
stm of monéy less than that by $5. Act- 
ing upon instructions from Councilman 
W. C. Rawsen, chairman of: the finance 
committee of council, City Comptroller 
Goldsmith yesterday made out bills 
against the two doctors for the amounts 
named. ' 

These bills were placed.in the hands of 
City Marshal Robert E.' Riley for service. 
Notices were prepared and these were 
turned over to Deputy Marshal William 
Strauss. Mr. Strauss went out to serve 
the notices. He calfed on Dy. Jarnigan 
at his cffice and setved him with the no- 
tice. Dr. Jarnegin stated that he would 
look into the matter at once and would 
call at the city hall today in regard to it. 

Dr. Bizzell Was Out. 

Deputy Marshal Strauss was unable to 
see Dr. Bizzell, and it is probable that he 
will make another effort today to serve 
the formal notice. It is belléved that the 
matter will be settled at once to the sat- 
isfaction of all. 

Some time ago when Councilman Lon- 
tino was a member of the board of 
health he, Dr. C. F. Benson and the other 
twd physicians were paid certain sums of 
money for services rendered contagious 
disease patients in the city. These pa- 
tients needed medical attention, and, be- 
lieving it to be perfectly proper, members 
of the board waited on the sick and gave 
every assistance in thelr pc-wer. 

Several weeks ago, however, when these 
bills came on to be approvea the point 
was made that the city had no right to 
pay them. The city attorney when asxed 
for an opinion stated that such payment, 
according to the code, was illegal. A 


resolution was then introduced tn council ’ 


asking that the doctors return this money 
to the city. 

Drs. Longino and Benson at once paid 
over to the city tax collector the sums 
they had received for their services. Then 
it was that Councilman Hill introduced a 
resolution to the effect that this money 
should be paid back to Drs. Longino and 
Benson, and council adopted the resolu- 
tion. It was sent to the aldermanic board 
for concurrence. Again was the city at- 
iorney’s opinion asked, and he stated to 
the aldermen that to give back the money 
would be illegal, so the board decided not 
to coneur in the action of council.
